Revenue Bill Robs 


Alabamians 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 14.—The 
Alabama Legislature adjourned here last 
night following adoption of a drastic 
and far-reaching revenue bill, effective 
October 1, that will cause purveyors of 
some forms of amusement to give this 
State a wide berth because of prohibi- 
tive taxes, thereby depriving many citi- 
zens of these pleasures. 

Circuses and carnivals were given @ 
break, if a failure to increase such 
charges may be considered a break. The 
circus schedule is the same as last year 
with the added provision that no State 
or county charge shall be made for 
parades. 

The carnival rate is the same with a 
reduction of one-half in the event the 
carnivals appear under auspices of a 
State, county or district fair association. 
Provided that a State, county or dis- 


trict fair shall be construed to mean 
a corporation or association composed of 
10 or more persons, which shall have 
been organized at least six months prior 
to the holding of the fair, and which 
holds an annual fair and at which not 
less than 20 exhibits of agricultural, 
live-stock or mineral products are shown 
and upon which prizes are offered. 
Provision also is made to exempt carni- 
vals that winter in Alabama from pay- 
ment of license charges for four 
weeks as they go on the road. 
Vaudeville and stock were reduced to 
$25 a week State license with the pro- 
vision that the county license shall be 
proportionate for the time played in the 
county. In other words, if a company 
played a one-night stand the charge 
would be $25 plus one-sixth of $25 for

Paine Clarifies Canadian Tax 
Statute for Music Publishers 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14—In connection 
With the recent amendment to the In- 
come War Tax of Canada statute, which 
tequires foreigners to pay a tax on moneys 
earned in Canada received directly or in- 
directly from Canadian debtors, John G.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—The importance of establishing a “residence” in some 
State by actors, musicians and other traveling theatrical workers has never been 
more important than now, when the government is getting its unemployment in- 
surance, old-age assistance and other benefit plans under way. In all of these 
assistance schemes, a “residence” is part of the qualifications. Theatrical people 
who travel and neglect to establish a “residence” are taking a chance that they 
may lose out on benefits that are rightfully theirs as employees. What constitutes 


a residence was argued before the House 
Ways and Means Committee this spring 
by Ralph Whitehead, secretary of the 
American Federation of Actors. He urged 
that the place, whether home or hotel,

Grossinger’s one of leaders, with 20 grand spent during 
season for talent, staff salaries, ete.—trend away from 
slapdash shows, with performers due for break 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Entertainment level, from the show standpoint, of lead- 
ing Eastern summer resorts is definitely on the way up, this ‘nformation evolved 
from facts gained during the summer and from resortites theinselves. A number 
of factors are involved in the improvements, and it is now no longer possible for a 
first-class summer spot to present a slapdash revue of one sort or another, as for 
years they used to do. Formerly, before the summer started, the camp directors 
would see the current Broadway musicals, steal material and be set for the 8 or 10 


weeks. No more—no Broadway shows. 
And besides the customers won’t stand 
for it. 

Several reasons why the vacationers 
won't be satisfied with the old grade of 
stuff. Urban dwellers are getting the 
vacation habit more and more. That’s 
one reason. Another is musical pictures. 
Another is repeal and the shows put 
into cafes all over the country. Still an- 
other might be syndicated Broadway 
columns and some sophistication that 
might result. The sole exception to this 
ruling is the camps. giving out strictly 
the back-to-the-earth business, roughing 
it and such. 

Means a break for performers, who for 
years have been going to summer places 
for free board ind sunshine and not 
much more. Next season, it is claimed, 
will see a constantly increasing demand 
for more capable actors. They, in turn, 
will be able to cash in on this demand. 
That the summer resorts may also have 
some value, possibly, for turning up new 
talent, is indicated.

Six-Day Law 
Hits Chi Cafes 


Entertainers must have 
day-a-week rest — picture 
houses already complying 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—All employees of 
a hotel or cafe, whether they be orches- 
tra members or entertainers, booked in 
for a week or more, are considered as 
part of the personnel of that establish- 
ment and as such are subject to the 
rules laid down in the Six-Day-Week 
law recently enacted in this State, ac- 
cording to E. F. McManaman, of the 
Illinois Department of Labor offices here. 
This means that every musician and en- 
tertainer must take one day cff in every 
calendar week, according to the law, and 
will affect every mame band and act

New Chicago Relief Projects 
To Employ Hundreds of Actors 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Word is anxious- 
ly being awaited by Works Progress Ad- 
ministration executives here for an of- 
ficial okeh on the two amusement 
projects which were suposed to have 
been put in effect several weeks ago. 
These projects, when under way. will 
employ over 1,000 actors, musicians, 
technicians and circus performers, who 
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will draw a total amount of $1,348,354 
in wages for a period of 11 months. Au- 
thorization to start things moving here 
is momentarily expected from Washing- 
ton. Under WPA rules and regulations, 
90 per cent of the workers in these 
projects must be drawn from people al- 
ready on the relief rolls. The balance 
of 10 per cent can be hired without go- 
ing thru relief procedure.

the century. There were more visitors and out-of-town firemen giving Broadway 


and points east and west the double-o 


than since 1930. Statistics to back these 


statements can be obtained all over the street. but the best barometers are probably 
Rockefeller Center and the sightseeing bus fellows working the corner streets along 
Broadway. This year’s business was materially ahead of last year in number of 


customers for the paid attractions at 
the big Rockefeller plant. All told, over 
400,000 paid admissions to the various 
attractions there, such attractions mean- 
ing the NBC or Rockefeller Center tour, 
the Observation Roof and the flower 
gardens. Naturally, that 400,000 plus 
isn’t exclusively travelers, but the great- 
er part is, 70 to 80 ner cent. As 
a characteristic of New Yorkers, it’s 
safe to say that more visitors than resi- 
dents have seen the Rockefeller dévelop- 
ment. 

. Increasing number of visitors, forecast 
this spring when it was recorded that 
more conventions were listed for the 
summer just past than  theretofore, 
shows a trend that has been steadily 
going up lately. That trend is to put 
New York City on the list as a summer

Club Bookers To 


Accept Licenses 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—A special meet- 
ing of the Entertainment Managers’ As- 
sociation Thursday voted to support 
Commissioner of Licenses Paul Moss and 
to accept licensing. The members will 
again convene tomorrow and go down 
to Moss’ office in a body to notify him 
of their action. 

Moss and the EMA officers have been 
talking over the licensing situation the 
last few months, but it wasn’t until last 
week that the EMA took definite action. 
For a time the EMA advocated a special 
higher license fee for private entertain- 
ment bookers in order to drive the office- 
in-hat chiselers out of the business. Upon 
Moss’ assurance that he could get after 
the unlicensed bookers under the pres- 
ent license law, the EMA decided to vote 
its support. 

Private entertainment bookers have 
never been licensed in this city, claiming 
they were really employers and did not 
charge commissions. They sell a show 
outright and pay off the acts themselves.

Boom Season for Legitters 


Predicted by Stem Realtor 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—A boom season 
for legit theaters on Broadway and 
higher rents for legit houses were fore- 
cast this week by Irving Maidman, vice- 
president of O’Gara & Company, leading 
theatrical realtors. Maidman, basing his 
predictions on the present demand for 
houses, the greatest in years, said that 
with the exception of only one house, 
dark for five years, in bad shape and 
seating less than 600, every theater built 
for legit in the Times Square sector 
would be open within a month. 

Not all houses, however, will be oc- 
cupied by legit. Spots such as the Sel- 
wyn, Harris, Globe, Gayety and many 


others, running pix grind or burlesque, 
will continue with those policies. 

Huge and unexpected demand for 
houses has resulted, according to Maid- 
man,’ in the leasing of many that have 
long been dark Among specific cases 
cited are those of the Adelphi, finally 
starting off a season with its fate ase 
sured; the 58th Street, formerly the 
Golden, tenanted for the first time since 
John Golden relinquished it; the Metro- 
politan Opera House, which will have a 
series of performances formerly held in 
legit houses but switched to the Met 
because no legitters were available, and

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Musicians, actors, stagehands and wardrobe attendants 
will be among the theatricai workers seriously affected by the success or failure 
of the concerted drive to unionize hotels here. By joining the new United Amuse- 
ment, Hoteland Restaurant Unions’ Alliance, the theatrical unions commit them- 
selves to sink or swim with the other 21 unions in the group so far as the hotel 
dining spots are concerned. The musicians, who are the spearhead for the drive, 
have the most to lose, as they are already intrenched in most hotel dineries. The

E WHO have followed 


vaudeville thru many 

crises—and who, from a 
vantage point of experience-rip- 
ened logic rather than from a 
niche carved out by sentiment, 
fail to descry the words of doom 
being read by other soothsayers 
—derive some degree of amuse- 
ment from the present situation. 
That is, the one in which the big 
outfits go so far as to send releases 
to the dailies announcing offi- 
cially that vaudeville is dead and 
that henceforth and forever the 
Siamese king, Double Features, 
holds sway on the popular enter- 
tainment throne. That Double 
Features is king is about as fool- 
ish as saying vaudeville is dead. 
You might kill vaudeville, for a 
time, in Loew’s theaters, or in 
RKO’s—or Warners’ or those of 
any other chain. But, like the 
spirit of liberty in a country or 
clime, it will break out some- 
where because it is what the pub- 
lic has demanded from the begin- 
ning of measured time—and will 
continue to demand until scien- 
tists like the recently revived 
Alexis Carrel make Fascist autom- 
atons of us all. 


It’s a heartbreak to those who 
once looked upon vaudeville as 
the end and means of real show 
business to note for example 
that in Brooklyn, the largest sin- 
gle community in the country, 
Fabian’s Fox Theater proudly an- 
nounces in conjunction with its 
25-cent gate that it is the only 
theater in Brooklyn serving 
up stage attractions. Brooklyn, 
which several years ago boasted 
as many stage shows in its down- 
town district as Broadway. It’s 
more than a heartbreak to see 
how the usually accurate New 
York Times swallows RKO’s 
handout in re its universal adop- 
tion of the twin-bill policy. In 
The Times account appears: 

The announcement yesterday from RKO 
said the change of policy had been 


prompted by the success of its trial last 
week in the RKO Albee in Brooklyn. 


* * * 


We are forced to confess with regret 
that the public doesn’t usually think 
about these things, but we wonder how 
many theatergoers swallowed whole the 
easily refutable logic of the contention 
that a double-feature program’s success 
at a theater one week is substantial 
enough in experiment value to permit a 
circuit to adopt double features as a 
permanent policy for that theater—let 
alone the 44 theaters of its Greater New 
York chain. By the same token, Loew 
should have reinstalled vaudeville in its 
many theaters that haven't booked 
vaudeville in 7 to 10 years on the basis 
of the phenomenal box-office success of 
the Holtz and Baker show at the State, 
Paradise and Valencia. We would hardly 
expect Loew to do that and we would 


rather believe that Hitler is being seri- 
ously considered as the next Pope than 
swallow RKO’'s pill prescribed for , those 
who fail to understand why it is easing 
itself out of the vaudeville booking busi- 
ness. Closer to the truth might be the 
lack of punch and fire and enterprise in 
its vaudeville booking department or the 
complete lack of understanding of the 
commodity known as vaudeville on the 
part of its theater executives. 


As sure as Howard Thurston will con- 
tinue to make “farewell tours” as long 
as he lives, so sure is it that vaudeville 
will gradually find itself back in the vari- 
ous theaters that are now embracing the 
easy-money promises of the double-fea- 
ture ogre. And if vaudeville doesn’t come 
back in theaters as fast as it should, per- 
formers with genuine talent will find 
plenty to keep them busy in night clubs, 
cafes and—to a lesser extent—in shorts 
studios and radio stations.

HE Burlesque Artists’ Association 
T has proved its mettle in the first 

real test since its formation several 
months more than a year ago. It met 
the bullying threats of the managers 
with dignified defiance. It convinced 
the managers that it meant business. 
As a consequence the burlesque strike 
was over in a flash, with victory chalked 
up for the performers, but a far greater 
victory in internal affairs than was evi- 
dent in the final agreement drawn up 
with the managers. 


Tom Phillips, president of the BAA, 
vhom the managers sought in every way 
to discredit, stuck to his guns and con- 
centrated on his objective: the welfare 
of his organization. This, more than any 
other factor, helped in the bringing about 
of the quick settlement and the material 
gains for the actors’ cause. In inter- 
views handed out to the daily news- 
papers the managers were astute enough 
to state that they had no argument with 
the burlesque actor, but that their com- 
plaints were concentrated on Phillips. 
This would have been an ideal method of 
bringing about a falling away from 
PhiJlips and a consequent undermining 
of the BAA. But Phillips kept his head; 
60 did the executive board of the BAA. 
Victory—a dignified, constructive vic- 
tory—was the result. 


The BAA proved its spunkiness when 
it showed itself to be willing to stay out 
indefinitely—and eager to picket, too. 
It is pleasant to record in connection 
with the BAA’s first victory that the 
gains made were mostly in behalf of the 
chorus girls and that if not for the un- 
selfish interest of the principals this 
would not have been possible. Burly 
managers now have real respect for the 
BAA. Let us hope that, as a class, they 
will have more respect for themselves, 
too, from now on. 


The strike was settled by the inter- 
vention of Frank Gillmore and Paul 
Dullizell. of Equity, with grizzled Sam 
Scribner, Jaccb I. Goodstein and Oscar 
Markovich also coming into the picture. 
Scribner’s part cannot be overestimated. 
It is well for burlesque that Sam is re- 
garded universally and in a spontaneously 
unofficial way as burly’s Landis. Marko- 
vich’s interest is understandable and 
justifiable. Oscar has huge investmetits 
in burlesque theaters. He is a business 
man with a sound mind and judgment. 
When theaters are open and operating 
Oscar’s empire is in good shape; when 
they are dark there’s something wrong— 
and something must be done about it. 
Goodstein, Oscar’s attorney, also played 
his part well in the settlement negotia- 
tions. 


All in all, it was a happy concomi- 
tance of events that brought about the 
end of the strike and everyboly should 
be happy—even the managers who prob- 
ably never will be really happy until 
they step playing hide and seek with the 
henest coppers and the schmeering game 
with the grafting denizens of the law. 
That, too, the managers can remedy. It 
rests entirely in thelr hands.

World-Herald interests buy 
WAAW, making it four in 
all—plan large coverage

OMAHA, Sept. 14—Acting for The 
Omaha World-Herald, Lloyd C. Thomas 
contracted to purchase the local outlet 
WAAW from the Omaha Grain Ex- 
change. This move gives control of four 
Nebraska radio stations to The World- 
Herald interests, transfer, however, de- 
pending upon action now under advise- 
ment by the Federal Communications 
Commission. 

The newspaper interests recently 
formed the Nebraska Broadcasting Com- 
pany, Inc., with a capital of $300,000. 
Lloyd C. Thomas, who had straight pur- 
chase cantracts on KMMJ, Clay Center; 
KGZB, York, and WJAG, Norfolk, 
turned them all over to the newly 
formed corporation. The transfer of these 
ownerships when approved by the FCG 
will make it possible for the company 
to eventually tie all of the four Ne- 
braska outlets together by land wires 
so as to provide a State-wide coverage. 

Stations at Omaha, Norfolk and Clay 
Center are daytime outlets only. The 
York station is a day and night part- 
time license, sharing with KMA, Shen- 
andoah, O. All are considered as being 
in favorable channels, one of them be- 
ing on the same one as WEAF in New 
York. 

Theory is strictly one of State-wide 
coverage, doing a local job with no in- 
tention of network affiliation at any 
time. Eventually The World-Herald in- 
terests plan to have one full day and 
night station plus three daytime out- 
lets. When set, it is understood that 
Mr. Thomas will be general manager of 
the organization. 

Other Nebraska outlets are WOW, this 
city, owned by the Woodmen of the 
World Life Insurance Company and is 
an NBC Red network outlet; KOIL. at 
Council Bluffs, with studios here, is the 
NBC Blue outlet, while KFAD, Lincoln, 
highest powered in the State, carries 
the CBS programs. This concern con- 
trols KOIL also. 


MBS Rents Theater 
For Its Audiences 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14—Mutual Broad- 
casting System has rented the broad- 
casting studio in the New Amsterdam 
Theater Building, formerly used by 
NBC, and starts broadcasting from it 
October 1. First show will be for United 
Whelan, cigar and drug-store account, 
with Loretta Lee, Eton Boys and Isham 
Jones and his orchestra. Deal was ar- 
ranged between the Erlanger estate and 
the Dry Dock Savings Bank. 

MBS, in its New York station, WOR, 
has no studios large enough to hold an 
audience of considerable size. NBC gave 
up the New Amsterdam studio when it 
moved to Radio City. 


Ray Linton WREN Rep 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14—Ray Linton was 
appointed local representative of Station 
WREN, Lawrence, Kan.. and Kansas 
City, Mo., by Vernon H. Smith, president 
of WREN, during his visit here this 
week. Linton, who left John Blair & 
Company three months ago to go in 
business for himself, also represents Sta- 
tion WMCA, of New York. He says that 
WREN is to be developed into a strictly 
rural station much on the order of WLS 
here. The station carries the NBC Blue 
hetwork features. 


New King’s Jesters Series 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14. — The King’s 
Jesters, vocal trio and instrumental 
quartet heard over NBC networks until 
last spring, are back from a successful 
tour and will be heard soon in a new 
Series from the Chicago NBC studios. A 
new soloist, Marjorie Whitney, con- 
tralto, whom they found singing with a 
Lincoln (Neb.) band, has been added 
to the group. 


Levy Shells Out 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 14.—Committee 
of four from the musicians’ union called 
upon Dr. Leon Levy, WCAU prexy, to 
negotiate a deal for the studio's music in- 
volving some $70,000.

Unit System of 
Is Gaining 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Introduction of 
the unit system of production, as is 
steadily gaining vogue in the picture 
industry, is foreseen as coming in radio 


within the next seasen or two. 
Increasing stress being laid on show- 
manship and entertainment in program- 
ing is leading to this trend of thought, 
it is advanced, with new shows to be 
formed and turned out by closely knit 
units instead of the more diversified 
setup now in vogue. The prediction is 
made that this change will take place 
within advertising agencies, involving 
the further unification of the radio and 
copy departments, as well as in the net- 
works, with the latter possibly seen as 
absorbing, under subsidiary arrange- 
ments, some of the larger indie program 
firms’ now in business. This would be 
similar, to a great extent, to the unit 
style in Hollywood, such as the deal re- 
cently set between Jesse Lasky and Mary 
Pickford to produce for United Artists. 
Claim is advanced that production in 
radio is still lagging, and that this field 
is still not far enough out of the stop- 
watch stage. It is said that what is 
needed is a division of work similar to 
either legit or pictures, more so the lat-

ter, with one director or supervisor, an 
assistant, script man and so forth. As 
it is now, the production man on a show 
is responsible for almost all of it, re- 
sulting in spreading out his work with 
some part of it bound to miss ona cylin- 
der or so. Likewise, it may mean elimi- 
nation of some competition and an end 
to the habit of an account listening to 
too many auditions and winding up 
using transcriptions. 


Incident concerning a show about to 
start commercially is offered as why 
advertisers may force this type produc- 
tion method. Sponsor wanted a particu- 
lar film and stage name, but the ad 
agency found that the star was tied up 
by an indie prodvcing company. Latter 
usually sells its shows in package form, 
handling all phases, writing, scripting, 
music and production. The agency in- 
formed the producers that while the ac- 
count would take the star, the other 
services wouldn’t be necessary. To make 
up for the difference $1000 was added 
to the salary, more than the producing 
firm would have collected in a unit 
sale. Similar occurrences, it is offered, 
have happered and will again, with this 
emtinuing until a new method of pro- 
duction is devised.

Victor has done somewhat the same, 
altho paying, but not the full price, using 
artists recording for that firm. Camp- 
bell’s Soup is now getting cuffo stars by 
way of Louella Farsons and her impor- 
tance in the picture field. 


Some of the shows using guest stars 
this fall, with estimates in some cases 
as to the various budget allowances for 
the guests, follow: (Columbia), Squibb 
and World Peaceways; Atlantic Refining, 
$1,000; Atwater Kent, $3,500; Broadway 
Varieties, Bi-So-Dol, %250; Hollywood 
Hotel; Ford Sunday Evening, $3,500;

Lux Theater, prices vary, with big dougn 
to the picture names used, and Jack Hyl- 
ton, starting socn for Standard Oil of 
Indiana (not coming into New York). 


On NBC, of course, are Vallee, White- 
man and Jolson, with Bing Crosby coming 
up, mentioned previously. General Mo- 
tors, big money to concert stars; Life 
Savers, with Aldo Ricci and his orches- 
tra, Phil Duey and Jane Williams regu- 
larly, plus guest stars for moderate 
prices. Irene Bordoni, Helen Morgan and 
Bob Crosby among those already set. 
General Foods (Certo); Premier Pabst, 
Ben Bernie ard occasional stars; Colgate- 
Palmolive-Peet, Palmolive operettas, with 
good money fcr the singing leads in each 
new show; P. Lorillard (Briggs tobacco), 
sports names, and Climalene Carnival, 
just taking the star policy. 1 


The amateur craze might be construed 
as a variation of the guest star thing. 
Likewise, <n offshoot of the amateur af- 
fairs has been in vogue some time, using 
winners from various other programs or 
contests. Such used by Texaco, A. & P., 
Bromo Seltzer (chorus girls). 


Sustaining programs on the networks, 
mainly daytime shows, resort to guests 
frequently. CBS is starting a variation 
of that in Columbia Club. Other sus- 
taining broadcasts with visitors come 
from various dinners of one sort or 
another, club meetings and the like. 

Picture companies pre helping matters 
along in donating free stars to commer- 
cial shows to plug forthcoming pictures.

Thus Ticker News 
Service will pay 13 per cent of its takes 
on all commercial announcements for 
use of the ASCAP catalog as it sees fit. 
Recordings of music, etc., only are to be 
used for the time being at least since 
none of the programs will be much more 
than spot announcements. Phone com- 
pany supplies the wires. 

Teleflash, another ticker news service 
heard in restaurants, cafes and similar 
spots, has increased its price the past 
week, the subscription rate now being 
$20 per month instead of $10.

Union Still Working on a Pact

prez, has called a special meeting of the 
union for Friday (13) noon, at which 
time they will wrangle over the theater 
and radio situation, union still dead- 
locked with the theaters. 

WIP, only Class B station in town and 
coming under a separate arrangement, 
was given until Monday (16) noon to 
meet union's demands. Station is the 
only one airing remotes and as it can- 
not afford to drop them has submitted 
@ proposal to the union head which 
while not accepted was received in a 
favorable light. WIP will add on three 
men to studio band, making it eight 
men to meet union's first demand. Sta- 
tion will also consider each play date 
after 6 p.m. as a single engagement and 
adhere to old rule not to remote a dance 
band more than a half hour each day. 
Difference mostly concerns the question 
of stretch. Station will hire the studio 
band for two hours daily as requested, 
but refuses to use it within a con- 
secutive four-hour stretch as called for 
in union’s demands. Ben Gimbel Jr., 
WIP prexy, feels that a radio station 
should be able to use a studio band as 
it fits in with a station’s programs 
rather than arrange its programs to 
fit a studio band. This means that WIP 
will insist on being able to use the 
band for the two hours at any time 
between 9 am and 6 p.m. Another 
point of difference is that WIP sees no 
reason why it should cut in another 
member of the musicians’ union as a 
contractor for the studio job. Other- 
wise the question of price is agreeable to 
the station, paying $37 per man for the 
two hours and 50 per cent extra to 
Clarence Fuhrman, leader. 


Union has grouped all the smaller 
independent stations into a C Class with 
separate demands affecting them. Of 
these stations WRAX, WHAT and WIBG 
are not concerned with union since they 
depend almést entirely on discs and 
transcriptions for music. As reported 
last week, Cella issued a public state- 
ment Tuesday (10) that WPEN was not 
involved since it more than met the 
demands coming under Class C. WDAS 
is the only other station in this class 
and has been granted an extension until 
Sunday (15) night since A. W. Dannen- 
baum, station prexy, was vacationing in 
Maine and won’t return until the 15th. 
However, studio officials feel that Dan- 
nenbaum will refuse to be rushed into 
any proposal the minute he gets back 
to the city. Altho the greater part of 
WDAS programs are made up of platters, 
station has carried an instrumental trio 
headed by Oscar Lyman for the past 
four years, being nonunion and union 
at various stages depending on the out- 
come of the yearly battle the musicians’ 


union has with the local radio stations. 
Proposal WDAS will submit to Cella will 
disregard stretch period and the insist- 
ence of five men as required of all studio 
bands in this class. Studio officials 
state that three men are more than 
enough for their purposes, and if union 
demands will inconvenience them in 
any way station is content to operate 
again as nonunion, Lyman willing to 
swing along with his trio. WDAS until 
recently carried the two bands at the 
Adelphia Hotel on a remote basis, and 
unless the union gives them a free hand 
will pick up all non-union bands play- 
ing about town. 


Union’s Headache 

Biggest headache on union’s hands 
concerns the Class A stations which have 
network affiliations.

on its mother station for music until 
trouble is fixed. Union almost forced 
Frank Parker show to New York to push 
Levy in line. 


Last-minute deal had union allowing 
Red Nichols to come in and conduct the 
show with a local crew. However, sta- 
tion had to cut in Anthony Candelort as 
the contractor for the music. Candelori 
was originally set as musical conductor 
until sponsor nixed all local talent and 
now gets his 50 per cent above the scale. 
In the meontime the Arcadia and 
Anchorage remotes carried jointly by 
KYW and WCAU are off and Jan 
Savitt’s house band at WCAU taking 
an enforced vacation.

Understood that Scripps-Howard has 
ambitious fadio plans, including the pur- 
chase of other stations. It is said that 
the chain, in buying a station, may drop 
one of its editions on its evening papers 
and lean heavily toward news broadcasts. 

Another cxpectation is that a develop- 
ment in the press-radio field will be the 
mutual selling of newspaper and radio 
space by newsparer-owned radio stations. 
Under this setup advertisers would buy 
radio time and newspaper space at the 
same time. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—King Features

Neila Goodelle 


Reviewed Sunday, 9:45-10 p.m. Style 
—Singing. Sponsor—Northam Warren 
Co. Station—WJZ (NBC network). 


Somewhat doubtful if even Miss 
Goodelle, a very pleasant songstress, can 
sustain a 15-minute program by herself, 
especially in this day of name programs. 
A strong factor in her favor is that she 
follows Walter Winchell on whichever 
of the blue network stations get both 
programs. The columnist has a large 
audience, and Miss Goodelle is quite 
likely to hold most of them. 

In some ways the program is a throw- 
back to earlier radio days—a one-woman 
show for 15 minutes combined with 
windy comrnercials.

Miss Goodelle showed mainly a pleas- 
ing style and personality, a manner 
that even over the mike has a winning 
way. She hails from the legit (Ziegfeld 
Follies).

can Federation of Actors, as it will give 
it a basis for working toward a complete 
closed shop thruout the East. It will 
also be a break for the stagehands, as it 
will enable them to keep the rival elec- 
trical workers’ union out and also get 
their men into jobs they can’t touch now. 
A closed shop wiil enable the Theatrical 
Wardrobe Attendants’ Union to place 
members with fashion shows and large 
revues playing hotels, while the Check- 
room Attendants’ Union will be able to 
augment its gains in the night-club 
field. 

The theatrical unions have their eyes 
on the hundreds of balls and entertain- 
ments held in local hotels, which are 
usually non-union. A closed shop will 
do much to solve the unemployment 
problem for the theatrical unions. 

William Feinberg, vice-president of 
musicians’ union, Local 802, was chair- 
man of the mass mesting which officially 
opened the campaign Tuesday night. 
Other theatrical leaders on the rostrum 
were Ralph Whitehead and Charles Mos- 
coni, of the AFA; Vincent Jacobi, busle 
ness agent for the stagehands; Jacob 
Rosenberg, secretary of the musicians’ 
union; Mrs. Augusta Ocker, business 
agent of the wardrobe attendants’ union, 
and Miss Elizabeth Hoeppel, president of 
the Grand Opera Artists’ Association.

Leader found guilty on 
under-scale charge—plans 
appeal to AFM

NEW YORK, Sept. 14—Don Bestor, 
orchestra leader, was fined $1,000 and 
expelled from Local 802, American Fed- 
eration of Musicians, by the trial board 
of the local this week. Bestor’s ex- 
pulsion, since it affects one of the lead- 
ing name conductors in the music field, 
is interpreted as a strong reaffirmation 
of the local’s policy of getting rid of 
the under-scale or kickback evils. Bes- 
tor was found guilty of the former. 

Charges filed against the leader arose 
out of his date on the Jello program 
with Jack Benny. Scale on this job, 
for the band members, according to an 
802 official, should have been $36 and 
$42. It was alleged that Bestor paid 
his men $20 instead of the regular price. 
Also said that when Bestor took his 
outfit to the Coast recently, in connec- 
tion with the radio program and a pic- 
ture job, he paid under scale in these 
cases aS well as on several dance en- 
gagements he played. 

Bestor is the second leader to have 
been brought up on such charges in 
the past two months and to meet with 
a similar fate. First was Hale Hamilton 
(Snooks Friedman). Bestor can still ap- 
peal the decision to the international 
executive board of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians but has to pay the 
fine first. 

Since the “blue ticket” was elected 
into office at Local 802, one of its prin- 
cipal administrative moves has been the 
elimination of chiseling, which ran riot 
prevously. The night-club field has 
been given a thoro going over, several 
Broadway leaders having been fined for 
kicking back. Burlesque and other 
fields likewise cleaned up. 

Don Bestor is now playing at the 
French Casino, New York. The decision 
of the trial board means he must leave 
this spot and the management was 
given two weeks to replace him.

can contracts. The communication 
points out that American columnists and 
newspapers are painting false stories 
about wealthy Argentines “anxiously 
awaiting the arrival of such (American) 
girls in order to marry them at the 
earliest opportunity.” 

“American chorus girls now employed 
by the Casino Theater, Buenos Aires, are 
required to give from four to six shows 
daily in that theater and in cabarets 
operated by the same management. 
Their salaries average $45 a week, a sum 
believed to be slightly in excess of that 
current in the United States for similar 
work. However, the cost of living in 
Buenos Aires for American theatrical en- 
tertainers is particularly high because of 
their unfamiliarity with local conditions. 
The assertion . . that Argentines are 
desirous of marrying American show girls 
is erroneous. 

“Theatrical contracts 1n Buenos Aires, 
especially those made by cabarets and 
revue theaters, are easily broken by the 
Managements of stich enterprises, and 
the artists have but slight possibility of 
securing legal redress because of the ex- 
pense and time involved. Wage stipula- 
tions are often completely ignored. As a 
result of these ccnditions the Consulate 
General has repeatedly been obliged to 
intervene in matters of this nature on 
behalf of American show girls and other 
classes of entertainers. In such cases 
this office has insisted that the return 
passage to the United States for such 
girls be paid.” 

The letter concludes with a suggestion. 
that Equity be asked to warn members 
not to take Argentine bookings unless 
“irrevocable round-trip steamship tickets 
are purckased jn advance and their 
salaries for the period of their contracts 
are deposited in an American bank hav- 
ing a branch or correspondent in Buenos 
Aires.” 

The government has already notified 
Equity.

For Publishers

“Circulation” is again hit 
as a nebulous proposition 
—data collected in 9 cities 


& 

NEW YORK, Sept. 14—The figures 
and facts sales promotion battle be- 
tween radio and the newspaper pub- 
lishers continues along its statistical 
way. Publishers’ latest is played up by 
Editor and Publisker and goes after the 
radio weak spot, circulation. Report was 
prepared by the George A. McDevitt 
Company from survey figures made in 
nine daily papers in key cities and tabu. 
lated by Media Records. Survey checks 
889 listeners to the Major Bowes pro- 
gram in six cities, of them 625 giving 
the station call letters, 668 the program 
and 309 the sponsor. On a Columbia 
program 350 listeners were queried, 289 
giving the letters, 213 the program 
(Ethel Merman) and 87 the sponsor. In 
two cities in this survey, Cleveland and 
New Orleans, no answers were made for 
the sponsor. In another Columbia pro- 
gram 1,719 listeners asked, 1,258 knew 
the station, 1,278 the program (Will 
Rogers) and 533 the sponsor. 

Article states that “*** Circulation of 
radio is as yet a nebulous thing and 
until some method is devised whereby 
this factor can be appraised, no reason- 
able appraisal can be made of radio 
time.” 

NBC’s contribution recorded radio’s 
record since 1928. It listed some of the 
figures released by NBC recently, show- 
ing among things that from 1928 to 
1934, while national advertising ex- 
penditures decreased, network radio 
time went up; that radio’s share of the 
advertising dollar went from 2.4 cents 
to 12.2 cents; national advertisers using 
network increased 106 per cent and their 
expenditure for radio 185 per cent, and 
that from 1928 to 1933 network accounts 
maintained advertising in magazines 
twice as much and in newspapers three 
times as much as non-radio users.

Survey reveals more money 

being spent for shows—

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Indications that 
the entertainment business is very much 
on the upgrade is gained from an ex- 
haustive survey of cafe, hotel and night 
club business just completed by Sligh 
& Salkin, local theatrical agents. It 
was ascertained that 492 new places us- 
ing entertainment are opening this fall. 

Aside from the substantial increase in 
the number of places, the survey re- 
vealed that proprietors of cafes and 
night clubs are spending more money 
for entertainment and have also sub- 
stantially increased their advertising 
budgets for the year. The cafe men’s 
optimistic outlook toward business for 
1936 is attributed to increased pay rolls, 
improved credit conditions and restored 
business confidence. 

Another interesting phase of the sur- 
vey indicates the popularity of the con- 
tinental European variety hall type of 
entertainment. There is a great demand 
for small musical units, strolling singers 
and musicians, and artists who qualify 
for the intimate style of entertainment. 
It is apparent, according to the agency 
executives, that the public wishes dining 
and drinking with its entertainment 
and this type of shows is rapidly re- 
placing other forms of entertainment.

Nation-Wide Campaign Boosting 
Flesh Revival; Fight “Lockout” 


AFA behind “war” for flesh, calling on chambers of 
commerce, unions and other factors—petitions making 
rounds of key cities—to hold New York mass meeting 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14——The mounting sentiment for a real campaign to save 
vaudeville, brought to a head by the shock of Loew dumping vaude out of all but 


three of its theaters, is beginning to crystallize. 


Letters of protest by actors, the- 


atrical workers, merchants and unions and the many newspaper editorials in favor 
of more vaude finally resulted in the American Federation of Actors deciding to call 
a special mass meeting here to officially launch a propaganda campaign for 


vaude. 
next two or three weeks. Among those 
already invited are such vaude boosters 
as Heywood Broun, Alfred Lunt, Senator 
Robert H. Wagner, Postmaster-General 
James Farley and Jack Dempsey, in ad- 
dition to as many “names” as the AFA 
can induce to attend. Secretary Ralph 
Whitehead of the AFA says Rudy Vallee 
and Sophie Tucker are among those who 
already have promised to attend.’ 

Angle is to whip up and organize pro- 
vaude sentiment among actors, the- 
atrical workers, the public and govern- 
ment officials so that the former vaude 
houses may be induced into resuming 
flesh. It is similar to the “Go to a 
Music Hall” campaign now being run 
by the Variety Artistes’ Federation of 
England. The VAF campaign features 
special publicity stories, posters and 
songs. The musicians’ and stagehands’ 
unions, which are affected by the vaude 
decline along with the actors, are be- 
ing invited to the meeting. 

The AFA has representatives in Bos- 
ton, Bridgeport, Philadelphia, Detroit, 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Minneapolis and St. Paul now 
circulating petitions asking for a re- 
turn of vaude in their particular towns. 
Local merchants, hotels, civic organiza- 
tions and chambers of commerce are 
being approached for support and for 
mames on the petition. This follows 
the vaude campaign in Bridgeport, where 
Samuel A. Lefkowitz, now the AFA’s 
representative, circulated petitions and 
aided the theatrical unions to win the 
support of the local Central Trades and 
Labor Council and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Petitions bearing about 2,000 
mames were sent to the AFA, which, in 
turn, sent them to Marvin H. Schenck, 
of Loew. Schenck wrote the AFA this 
week explaining that Loew had tried 
vaude in Bridgeport and lost money. 
When it feels vaude can make money 
Loew will try it again, Schenck says. 

The vaude actors will claim a lock- 
out, according to Whitehead, who in- 
sists the actcrs have been dumped out 
of an industry which made millions for 
its founders and which the actors helped 
to build. It is now apparent that the 
AFA will use the Loew vaude situation 
as another argument for its federal 
straight vaude plan, which is now be- 
ing considered by government relief offi- 
cials. This plan, on the fire the last 
two years, urges a government-owned 
and regulated straight vaude circuit in 
cities where no theater vaude is used. 


GEORGE TYSON, managing director 
of the Harris-Alvin, Pittsburgh, is the 
personal manager of “Miss America, 
1935.”

Musicians Plan To Soak Loew 
For Wholesale Vaude Ousting 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Local 802 of 
the American Federation of Musicians 
intends penalizing the Loew Circuit for 
dropping stage shows from all its houses 
in the metropolitan area with the ex- 
ception of the State here. The penalty 
will be in the nature of demanding more 
than double the present scale for musi- 
cians if and when the houses, now closed 
to vaude, reopen with flesh. Loew, thru 
C. C. Moskowitz, in charge of local thea- 
ters, claims it knows nothing of this 
condition. 

The musicians’ local claims to have 
sent several communications to Loew 
about the dropping of flesh and that 
these communications went unanswered. 
When the Metropolitan, Brooklyn; the 
Valencia, Jamaica; Boulevard, Bronx, 
and the Capitol and Orpheum here 
dropped vaude the contracts between 


these houses and the musicians’ went 
out of existence, having not been re- 
newed Labor Day. 

The musicians’ local claims that the 
prices now set for Loew will be $200 a 
musician and $400 a leader, as compared 
to the regular $75 and $150 scale. This 
is the union’s policy of penalizing 
houses which drop stage shows indis- 
criminately. This selfsame condition 
existed last season in the case of the 
Theater Guild. 

Moskowitz, however, said yesterday 
that whatever scale exists will be re- 
troactive to the houses concerned when 
they resume with stage shows. The 
Metropolitan, Brooklyn, returns to stage 
shows for one week, starting this Fri- 
day, when the Lou Holtz, Belle Baker 
and Block and Sully show plays there.

sides a complete technical staff. These 
will be divided into 10 drama companies, 
each with a director and necessary stage- 
hands and a general staff consisting of a 
general director of drama and a gen- 
eral director of pageantry, each with an 
assistant; scenic and wardrobe depart- 
ment heads, chief booker and librarian 
and a general musical director. This 
project will be under the direction of 
Kenneth Carrington, supervisor of 
drama, District 3, Illinois, who is work- 
ing 100 per cent with the unions and 
has effected an arrangement with them 
whereby they will accept the $94 per 
month wage, the same as the others. The 
total amount to be expended on this 
Project is to be $629,475, the entire 
amount to be used for wages. Materials 
are to be furnished thru Chicago Park 
District funds. 

The music and variety project calls 
for the expenditure of $718,849 and the 
employment of 692 people, and is an ex- 
tension of the present variety project 
which has 262 people already engaged in 
Providing shows and entertainment in 
various institutions, shelters and CCC 
camps. This project is under the di- 
rection of Dr. Simeon Wall, supervisor 
of music and variety entertainment, Dis- 
trict 3, IMlinois, who is said to have fos- 
tered the idea of using theatrical peo- 
ple on relief.

“Subsection 2 of Section 9-B of the said 
Act, as enacted by Section 9 of Chapter 41 of 
the statutes of 1932-'33 and as amended by 
Section 5 of Chapter 55 of the statutes of 
1934, is amended by adding thereto the fol- 
lowing -— aph: 

“(E) ll payments received directly or in- 
directly po Canadian debtors in respect of 
(1) Any copyright, used in Canada, relating 
to books, music, articles in periodicals, news- 
paper syndicated articles, pictures, comics and 
other newspaper or periodical features, and 
(11) Any rights in and to the use of any 
copyrighted work subsequently produced or 
reproduced in Canada by way of the spoken 
word, print: or mechanical sound on or from 
paper, composition, films or mechanical de- 
vices of any description. 

“The tax payable by virtue of this paragraph 
shall be deducted by the Canadian debtor from 
the amount paid or credited to such non- 
resident at the time of payment or crediting 
and shall be remitted to the Receiver General 
of Canada.” 

Subsection 11 of Section 9-B of the said 
Act, as enacted by Section 6 of Chapter 55 of 
the statutes of 1934, is amended by adding 
thereto the following 

“Provided further that outh non-resident 
company is not a company incorporated since 
the Ist of April, 1933; but this proviso shall 
not apply if the Minister is satisfied that such 
incorporation was not made for the purpose 
of evading the tax imposed under Subsection 
2 of this section.” 

Section 12 of the said Act is amended by 
adding thereto the following subsection: 

“(2) For the purposes of this Act any 
annual amount received in respect of an in- 
come bond or income debenture shall be 
deemed to a dividend.” 

Section 27 of the said Act, as amended by 


Section 13 of Chapter 55 = the statutes of 
1934, is further dding thereto 
the following subsection: 

“(7) The provisions of this section shail 
not apply to any non-resident person whose 
income by way of royalties or rentals received 
from Canadian sources for anything used or 
sold in Canada is subject to the 5 per cent 
tax imposed under Paragraph (E) of Sub- 
section 2 of Section 9-B of this Act.” 

The above supersedes the 121% per cent 
which was formerly deducted from copyright 
royalty payments to non-residents and which 
was allowed as a credit against any tax pay- 
able by the non-resident. The 5 per cent is, 
of course, a straight deduction at the source.

to which actors and musicians returned 
after professional engagements was really 
their “residence.” Altho the committee 
made no decision as to the definitior of 
@ residence where traveling workers 
were concerned, Whitehead was assured 
by Senator Wagner, co-author of the bill, 
and other congressmen that they would 
amend the bill to take cure of traveling 
show people. This apparently was not 
done when the bill was finally jammed 
thru. ’ 

Needy men and women over 65 who 
have received total wages “of $2,000 or 
over during the five years after December 
31, 1936, and before reaching 65, are 
eligible to receive old-age benefit pay- 
ments af.er January, 1942. The indi- 
vidual States make the actual payments 
and applicants must qualify under the 
laws of their particular State. In New 
York, for example, one must have lived 
in the State for at least 10 years and 
in the welfare district in which he makes 
application for the year preceding his 
request. This will be amended soon to 
conform to the Federal requirements of 
residence of five years out of the nine 
preceding and one year continuously 
preceding the application. 

Theatrical people can obviously best 
prepare to benefit from these new laws 
by establishing an address, living there 
as much as possible and registering to 
vote. A voting address is usually ac- 
cepted as a legal residence.

playing in any of the hotels or cafes 
here. 

According to McManaman, the many 
cafes, hotels and theaters affected have 
already begun to file their “day-off” 
schedules, altho many queried by The 
Billboard here expressed surprise at the 
existence of such a law and were un- 
aware that it had been passed. Many 
of the motion picture theaters were noti- 
fied, thru their exhibitor associations, 
and are complying with the law as re- 
gards operators, stagehands, ushers and 
others covered by the bill, which exempts 
managers, janitors and watchmen. Most 
of the thcaters affected by the law are 
enduring no hardships in complying, as 
they continued to operate under the old 
NRA Code, which provided that em- 
Pployees work but 40 hours a week, even 


tho the law was voided. Those who con- 


tinued to operate on this basis provided 
a day off for their help even before the 
new bill was made a law. McManaman 
stated that theater owners in the smaller 
towns were the worst “ffenders and that 
they were going to concentrate on them 
for a while. 

For some time it was thought that 
vaudeville actors playing a week stand 
would also have to take a day off, which 
would have wrought havoc to the thea- 
ter operator, but an interpretation of the 
law classes the vaudeville performer as 
a professional in business for himself and 
therefore not subject to the Six-Day- 
Week law. An opinion is being waited 
upon from the attorney general of the 
State as to how the law affects the legiti- 
mate actor.

The Friday the 13th jinx must have 
hit the house at this show, the lower 
floor being about a quarter full. Or 
maybe it was the screening of Jalna 
(Radio) without benefit of buildup. The 
five-act vaude layout isn’t any world 
beater either—one of those quiet affairs 
running 55 minutes. Individually theré’s 
no complaint about the acts, but as a 
bill it’s too darn quiet. Three acts use 
mikes. 

Hustrei Family open, and this aerial 
novelty is a thriller. Four men perform 
on a cable strung across the stage, bal- 
ancing themselves with huge poles. They 
do exceptional balancing, especially dur- 
ing their quartet numbers. Audience 
was breathless thruout, but awoke to 
mitt them well at the bowoff. 

John Fogarty was a near show-stopper 
in the deuce spot, his delighttul singing 
and charming personality easily winning 
the audience. Working behind a mike 
(which he doesn’t need in a house like 
this) Fogarty went thru a flock of num- 
bers, not letting up at all. Never once 
lets up on the charm, which helps 
greatly in selling him. A male pianist 
assists. 

Sammy Lewis and Patti Moore fellow, 
and theirs is a cute act. Typical mid- 
dle of the bill turn, no sockerooer but 
pleasant just the same. They go thru 
their chatter, eccentric and tap danc- 
ing and singing in a showmanly manner 
accompanied, of course, by talent. A 
bald-headed whoops stooge, seen reent- 
ly in another act, helps them briefly for 
additional laughs. 

Cookie Bowers, who’s not new to this 
house, had no trouble catching on with 
this small audience. Hi$ work is a set- 
up for any house, and he really enter- 
tains. After going thru a series of cork- 
ing imitations of barnyard animals and 
the like, Bowers swings into outstand- 
ing pantomime, aping a guy getting up 
in the morning and a gal goin to bed 
at night. He had ’em roaring. 

Jerry and her Baby Grands close, with 
Geraldine Valliere, Vera Waters and 
Nellie Burk tickling the ivories. A 
cleverly staged act and a novelty.

Tommy (Cecil) Mack, now of radio, 
provides the comedy with the aid of 
Frank Hurst, Eddie Young and a couple 
of assorted stooges. Strictly of the nut 
variety, his. laugh-getting clicked solidly. 
Show is opened by the Three Jackson 
Boys with their standout control acro- 
batics, a splendid start for any show. 
Carlos and Marchan, a sMooth and ef- 
fective ballroom dance couple, appear to 
fine effect in the Foster girls’ first rou- 
tine, another repeat but a good one, in 
which the kids have masks on the backs 
of their bonnets: 

Fred Weinflash is this week's air ama- 
teur winner.

Final production number is a hum- 
dinger, with the Gae Foster Girls and 
Johnny Boyle and his two kids, Jack and 
Jane, tapping to the strains of Gersh- 
win’s Rhapsody in Blue, the principals 
doing much of their work atop three pi- 
anos on the stage.

The customers at the Grand Opera 
House went for the bill this week in a 
big way.

Carmo and Burr, midget comedy 
tumblers, opened the bill. They were 
dressed and made up as Laurel and 
Hardy of the films, and their entrance 
was greeted by rounds of applause. They 
go thru routine tumbling, none of it 
outstanding.

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Equity Members Want Okeh 
On Any Working Agreement 


Vote to ask council to submit pact to membership before 
okehing it—informal discussion meetings to be held— 
Monday gathering quietest in seasons 


* 

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—At an unusually quiet meeting at the Hotel Astor 
Monday afternoon, Equity members voted to request the council to submit to the 
membership any basic or working agreement with the managers that may be 
considered. The motion, proposed by John Brown and passed by a vote of 59 to 
56, is in the form of a resolution. The membership unaer the constitution has 
no power to pass on a working agreement, the drawing up and signing of which 


is vested in the council. 
announcement by Maida Reade, council 
member, that the association would 
hereafter call “informal” meetings of 
the membership from time to time to 
discuss any questions brought up. This 
is seen as a direct blow at the Actors’ 
Forum, Equity insurgent group, which 
has held such meetings for the last two 
seasons. Almost all of the points fought 
for by the Forum were suggested and dis- 
cussed at these meetings, and one of the 
Forum’s chief platform planks is the 
need for such gatherings. With the ad- 
ministration now holding the sessions, 
future Forum action is in doubt. 

The proposed working agreement re- 
quested by the managers was not 
scheduled to come up at Monday’s meet- 
ing. It was brought up from the floor 
by members of the Forum, who united 
in opposing it. Chief speakers against it 
were Philip Loeb, Irving Gordon and J. 
Edward Bromberg. Gordon expressed fear 
that the possible devaluation of the 
dollar might work hardships on actors in 
relation to the minimum wage if a long- 
term agreement were entered into. Loeb 
Objected because of the fate of the pre- 
vious agreement with the now defunct 
Managers’ Protective Association. Brom- 
berg claimed that entering into a basic 
contract would be “tying our own 
hands.” 

If a one-year renewal agreement were 
drawn up Gordon’s fears would be 
groundless, while various clauses to 
guarentee the working out of any new 
agreement have already been suggested, 
this taking it out of the MPA class. 
Those favoring an agreement point out 
that the council can be relied upon to 
safeguard actcrs’ rights. 

President Frank Gillmore answered the 
objections at the meeting by likening a 
working agreement to President Roose- 
velt’s recently announced “breathing 
spell” for business. The theater cer- 
tainly needs a breathing spell, he pointed 
out. Managers want-the agreement so 
that any new working conditions put 
thru by Equity would be operative only 
at a certain set time, thus giving pro- 
ducers opportunity to provide for such 
conditions before they went into effect. 

Reports by Paul Dulizell, executive 
secretary, and Leo Curley, recording sec- 
retary, were made on the new Sunday- 
show and pay-for-rehearsal rulings. Alan 
Corelli, executive secretary of the Theater 
Authority, reported thet that organiza- 
tion had practigaily eliminated gyp bene- 
fits in its single year of existence. 

President Gillmore also announced 
that hereafter all regular membership 
meetings will be automatically adjourned 
at 5:30 p.m. Many of the tempestuous 
meetings held recently went far beyond 
that. 

Heaviest applause of the afternoon 
went to Thomas J. Phillips, president of 
the Burlesque Artists’ Association, who 
reported on the recent burlesque per- 
furmers’ strike. 

First of the informal discussion meet- 


ings to be conducted by the administra-' 


tion will be held Friday, October 4, at 
the Astor. It will start at 2p.m. Forum 
meetings were held at midnight, but 
meny actors objected to the all-night 
sessions. A prominent speaker will open 
the proceedings with a 15 or 20-minute 
talk, and then the session will be thrown 
open to discussions from the floor. 

The meeting Monday was unusually 
courteous and quiet. Four hundred and 
fifty-one members attended.

FROVW OUT FRONT

In writing the synopses of last season’s plays for The Billboard Index of the 
New York Legitimate Stage (which should appear any day now), a few things 
were brought forcibly to mind. A few things always seem to be brought to mind 
when writing the synopses. For the season of 1933-’34 it was the fact that so 
many of our dramatists picked on the name of Julie, certainly not a particularly 
common one, for their heroines. During the season of 1934-’35 coincidence of a 
graver sort came to light: many of our dramatists picked not on similar names 
for their heroines, but on similar plots for their plays. 

The  suicide-to-get-the-insurance-money-for-somebody-else theme was & 
favorite, with no less than three plays in the single season going in for it. The 
noble gesture of bumping oneself off to gain money for a loved one bids fair to 
rival the good old-fashioned mortgage if our dramatists continue the trend. And 
the public (that same public which, the art-boys insist, is sick to death of the- 
atrical hokum) seems to lap it up too. Two of the three plays with suicide-for- 
insurance-money themes were smash successes. 

They were, of course, The Petrified Forest and Awoke and Sing—and both of 
them used the suicide-for-insurance stuff pretty seriously. These days we laugh 
at plays using the old mortgage theme seriously, but to this reviewer it’s hard to 
choose between the two. I didn’t see Awake and Sing, but one of the chief points 
I made against the highly touted and highly successful Petrified Forest was its 
supersentimentalized hogwash and its cheaply obvious theatrical hoke, all patly 
hidden beneath a surface mask of profundity and pseudo-defeatism of the post- 
Scott Fitzgerald school. Hokum is a grand thing when it’s honest; when it pre- 
tends to be something else it’s just phooey. 

The third play using the theme was the short-lived Little Shot, which paralleled 
the insurance-suicide stuff in The Petrified Forest almost exactly, even to getting 
a professional gunman to do the killing, except that Little Shot used it for at- 
tempted farce. 


Another situation that reared its head a couple of times was the corpse- 
coming-to-life surprise. It was used as a somewhat shoddy trick on the customers 
in If a Body (which contained the most athletic corpse in the annals of the stage) 
and it was used twice, no less, in Nowhere Bound. Two cadavers in succession 
came to life in that one, with the customers finally figuring that the only real 
corpses were the characters who were supposed to be alive, a supposition at least 
partially borne out by the characterizations, 


Probably the most amazing authorial coincidence of all, however, came with 
two radio plays, The Sky’s the Limit and The Hook-Up, which built their central 
situations around identical themes. Both were based upon the broadcasting of @ 
real marriage between two popular air performers, and as both shows rest now in 
Cain’s Warehouse, their little bodies must look like the blighted corpses of twins 
A further wry note is injected by memories of Professional Sweetheart, an RKO 
picture of a few seasons back, which was, I believe, the first entertainment tc use 
that particular situation. The stage is surely declining when it is forced to take 
its ideas from pictures—and when two plays in a single season pick on the same 
idea to take.

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—An active but 
late legit season is in prospect for Chi- 
cago. Aside from the two shows now 
running, Tobacco Road at the Selwyn 
and Three Men on a Horse at the Harris, 
there is nothing coming in until the 
week of October 20. After that date 
there will be no dearth of shows, accord- 
ing to present indications, altho it Is 
probable not more than half a dozen 
houses will be open. 

Two shows open the week of October 
20, both on Clark street. Thumbs Up 
will light the Grand Opera House and 
Walter Huston in Dodsworth will in- 
augurate the season for the Erlanger. 
There is a possibility that a picture, Max 
Reinhardt’s Midsummer Night’s Dream, 
may precede Dodsworth. The American 
Theater Guild and the Theater Society 
have a list of important plays to pre- 
sent at the Erlanger and have an ex- 
ceptionally heavy advance subscription 
sale. Definite date of opening is still to 
be set, the booking of Dodsworth having 
made a change in plans. The American 
Theater Society has The Old Maid and 
The Children’s Hour definitely set for 
the season and will choose a third play. 
The three Theater Guild piays will be 
chosen from a lisi that includes The 
Taming of the Shrew, Porgy, Love Is Not 
So Simple, The Daughters of Artreus, 
If This Be Treason and The King of the 
Mountains. The Guild also has options 
on new plays which are expected from 
Maxwell Anderson and John Wexley. 

The Civic Opera House, long vacant, 
will be tenanted for three days—Novem- 
ber 8, 9 and 10—by the American Bal- 
let, which will present seven ballets. 
George Balanchine is chief choreographer 
and director of the company. On Novem- 
ber 25 Katharine Cornell will open at 
the Grand Opera House in Romeo and 
Juliet for a two-week stay. Maurice 
Evans, young English actor, will have the 
Romeo role. 

There is some talk around the Shu- 
bert offices that the new Follies and 
Leslie Howard’s The Petrified Forest 
may Open in Chicago instead of New 
York, but this is generally regarded as 
pre-season ballyhoo. Following Miss 
Cornell at the Grand is Anything Goes, 
and later Othello and Macbeth will play 
the heuse. Scheduled for the Selwyn 
and Harris later in the season are Ac- 
cent on Youth, Personal Appearance, 
Kind Lady and a double bill, Waiting 
for Lefty and Awake and Sing.

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Paris Theaters 
Are Reopening 


PARIS, Sept. 9—The new season is 
getting off to a good start with eight 
legitimate, four musical comedy, four 
revue and three vaudeville houses open 
during the first week of Septemnber and 
several more due to reopen within the 
next few weeks. 

All but one of the legit houses are 
presenting last season productions or 
revivals; the revue houses are continuing 
the 1uns of last season's revues, and the 
musical comedy houses are showing re- 
vivals. The new show offered is Quand le 
peuple est roi (When the Public Is King), 
presented by a troupe from the Casino 
Municipal of Nice at the Theatre An- 
toine. Gymmnase offering Bernstein’s 
Espoir (Hope); Sarah Bernhardt, a re- 
vival of Le Courrier de Lyon; Varietes, 
Le Groom s’en chargera (The Groom Will 
Take Care of It); Palais-Royal, Em- 
brassez-moi (Kiss Me); Capucines, In- 
specteur Grey; Athenee, Knock, and the 
Dejazet, Jules couche-toi (Go to Bed, 
Jules). Musical revivals are Monsier 
Beaucaire, at the Gaite-Lyrique; Tonton, 
at the Nouveautes; White Horse Inn, at 
the Mogador, and Au Temps des Mer- 
veilleuses, at the Chatelet. 

Several new shows slated for early pro- 
duction, among them being a French 
version of Hawk Island, at the Deaux- 
Masques; Nina, comedy by Bruno Franck, 
at the Comedie des Champs Elysees; La 
Nuit est belle (The Night Is Beautiful), 
at the Antoine; Quand joue-t-on la 
Comedie (When Do We Play the Com- 
edy?), at the Paris; La Fin du Monde 
(The End of the World), at the Ma- 
deleine, and Hotel des Masques (Hotel 
of the Masks), at the Montparnasse. Sev- 
eral new revues, a French version of The 
Flying Trapeze and a musical comedy, 
Zi-Zi, starring Mistinguett, are also due 
for early presentation. 

The de luxe Theatre Pigalle, most 
modernly equipped playhouse in Paris, 
which was dark all last season, will re- 
open in November under the direction of 
Gustave Quinson. The Humour and the 
Perchoir, two small houses in the Mont- 
martre cector, will also reopen with some 
form of “flesh,” while the Potiniere 
switches to movies. 


Miller Wants Shaw Play 


LONDON, Sept. 14—Gilbert Miller is 
negotiating with Charles Macdona for 
rights to Bernard Shaw’s The Million- 
airess, Miller wanting to put it into his 
St. James Theater, now dark, with Edith 
Evans in the title role. Macdona, re- 
sponsible for many Shaw productions, 
holds the rights. 

Play, which deals with a female finan- 
cial wizard and a man to whom finance 
means nothing, is said to be far more 
conventional than Shaw’s recent boob- 
startlers, Too True To Be Good and The 
Simpleton of ‘the Unexpected Isles. 
Miller left this week for the Moscow 
Theater Festival with negotiations hang- 
ing, but they will be resumed on his 
return. Macdona, who is presenting a 
series of Shaw revivals at the Cambridge 
Theater, would probably have difficulty 
working the new one into the schedule 
for as long a run as it would warrant. 

Not known whether deal would affect 
American rights. Theater Guild has 
been responsible for all recent American 
premieres of Shaw plays. 


Jackson, Miss., Legit Plans 


JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 14. — Virgil 
Posey, sponsoring a series, of plays at 
Jackson this fall and winter, announced 
this week an improvised list of plays and 
Players to be presented at the city’s 
auditorium. First on the lineup will be 
Ethel Barrymore in The Constant Wife, 
to be followed by Earl Carroll’s Vanities 
of 1936, Katharine Cornell, Eva Le Gal- 
lienne’s Civic Repertory Company, The 
Old Maid, Life Begins at 8:40 and San 
Carlo Opera group.

The second play of the season is very 
nearly the season’s first hit, which isn’t 
a bad batting average any way you look 
at it. As a matter of fact it may turn 
out to be a scratch hit after all, depend- 
ing chiefly on the relative strength of 
the shows that are scheduled to come 
in next week. If it manages to get its 
teeth into some patronage in its first 
week or two it should hang on for a 
while. 

It is, of course, the Damon Runyon- 
Howard Lindsay comedy-drama, A Slight 
Case of Murder, which the authors di- 
rected and which Mr. Lindsay brought 
to the 48th Street Theater Wednesday 
night. "Past and furious, wild and 
woolly, it fringes on hit status all eve- 
ning. That it just misses is due chiefly 
to the lack of sustained tempo, so neces- 
sary in madcap farce of this type. The 
lack of tempo may be attributed partly 
to Mr. Lindsay’s close proximity to the 
script (he produced, co-authored and 


co-directed it), but chiefly to the fact 
that the play runs around in circles a 
great part of the time. Plenty happens 
on che 48th Street stage; the play keeps 
moving, but there is no clearly defined 
line along which it can go. Hence it 
chases its tail (or tale) too much to get 
up the straightaway steam that it needs. 

Much of that tail-chasing is hilarious, 
but much more merely serves to, slow 
both the tempo and the plot. The plot 
is concerned with an _  ex-bootlegger 
turned beer baron, who finds the ways 
of honesty tough going and who has a 
mortgage hanging over his brewery and 
his head. Keeping up a front, he also 
keeps open house in Saratoga—and in 
that open house are discovered the 
cadavers of four of the five gentlemen 
who that day stuck up the armored 
truck containing all the Saratoga 
bookies’ dough. How the beer baron 
arranges for the discovery of those 
bodies and how he hijacks the profits of 
the stickup to pay off the mortgage on 
the dear old brewery take up a good 
part of the evening. But not enough 
of the evening to allow the show to rush 
full tilt along its course. 

There is, of course, a thread of love 
interest brought in between the beer 
baron’s sweet young daughter and the 
scion of the blue-blooded Whitelaws, 
said scion having turned State trooper. 
Much fun is arranged around that State 
troopership and around the prissy stock 
figure of the elder Mr. Whitelaw—too 
much fun, as a matter of fact, for the 
good of the play. 

John Harrington is a tough, bellowing, 
effective beer baron, while Georgia 
Caine scores with a tidy burlesque as 
his wife. Many of the many minor 
characters stand out, with the work of 
Joseph Sweeney, James La Curto, Law- 
rence Grossmith, Frankie Wheeler and 
Roy Le May rating particular applause. 
John Griggs makes a good-looking State 
trooper and Phyllis Welch, a newcomer, 
who created a stir in summer stock cir- 
cles, has no chance to justify that stir 
in the routine part of the daughter. 

When A Slight Case of Murder rushes 
ahead under its own steam it’s fast, 
furious and hilarious. It makes for 
a better-than-average evening, just 
missing because it doesn’t rush ahead 
enough of the time.

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PICTURE SHORTAGE AHEAD 


New Theaters Scheduled Will 
Make Product Demand Greater 


~ 
Inability to get films may break double feature stand— 
indies look to England for features to round out pro- 
grams—may bring about deterioration of U. S. pictures 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Observers in this business are wondering just where 
all the new first-run houses which are springing up are going to find product to 


operate. 


Each day comes word of new theaters planned and under construction. 


Most cities are now overseated and there is a decided lack of product to take care 
of the houses already in operation and the battle will become more keen as ad- 


ditional houses are built. 


There is no particular section of the country that is 


enjoying the building splurge alone; every territory is included and the situation 


is beirg watched with considerable 
anxiety. Most of the houses going up 
are owned by independent chains and 
individuals. The affiliated chains are 
content to try to fill the houses they now 
have under their wings. 

The only out most of them see is in 
strong product coming from England to 
round out programs, and the English 
producers are aware of the situation and 
expanding as rapidly as possible. There 
is a possibility that the demand for fea- 
tures will put a damper on the double 
feature now flourishing in about 75 -per 
cent of the houses of the country. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the lack of product will bring many new 
indie producers into the field and flood 
the country with mediocre entertainment 
made on a shoestring. The companies 
now producing will turn out about 500 
features this yesr. This will not be 
nearly enough, especially for those 
houses using duals and changing pro- 
grams two or three times per week. Re- 
issues may solve the problem to some 
extent, but even this will leave a gap. 

Independent exhibitors are frankly 
worried over the building trend. They 
contend that even without any new 
houses the shortage of product would be 
acute. The large chains will be less af- 
fected than the owner of one or two 
houses, but the shortage will strike at 
practically every theater in the country. 


There is no possibility that the pro- 
ducers will tilt their production at this 
stage of the game, but it is believed 
likely that next year every studio will 
greatly increase its output. Whether or 
not it will cause a deterioration in en- 
tertainment value remains to be seen. 


Akron Exhibs Seek 
Tilt in Admissions 


AKRON, O., Sept. 14.—The Akron Ex- 
hibitors’ Association has started a move 
to tilt the admissions in subsequent-run 
houses 5 cents. Several meetings have 
been held and the opinion seems to pre- 
vail that all of the exhibitors will take 
kindly to the move. Most subsequent 
houses are 15 and 20 cents. The tilt 
would make the minimum 20 cents. The 
downtown charge for adults holds steady 
at 40 cents. 

For months exhibitors have been con- 
sidering a tilt, but there has always been 
a hitch. Now, however, the prospects 
for the raise are very promising and 
will, in some cases, mean the difference 
between operating at a profit and going 
into the red. 


ITOA Finds Giveaways 
Do Not Infringe Laws 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—The Independ- 
ent Theater Owners’ Association here 
has decided that games of chance do not 
infringe the lottery laws of the State 
and members are being advised to carry 
on the games despite police warnings. 
This decision followed two court rulings 
in favor of exhibitors who were using 
bank nights. 

This city has not gone in for give- 
aways on a large scale, but it looks as 
tho they will become popular. The Loew 
chain started. giveaways a few months 
ago but stopped when warned by the 
cops. It is now likely that the neigh- 
borhoods will enter the giveaway con- 
test and this will force most of the 
other houses to follow suit, 


Butterfield Chain 
Drops Vaudeville 


DETROIT, Sept. 14.—The Butterfield 
Michigan Theater Circuit is reopening 
three houses this week. These include 
the Capitol Theater at Jackson, man- 
aged by Harry Small; the Garden Thea- 
ter at Flint, managed by Kont Talmadge, 
both opening today, and the Majestic 
Theater at Grand Rapids, managed by 
M. Van Buren, which opened yesterday. 
All these houses will open on a straight 
picture policy. 

J. Ollie Brooks, chief booker of the 
circuit, told The Billboard that there is 
no prospect of any flesh attractions for 
any of the 85 houses of the circuit this 
season. Butterfield houses in past years 
have been among the Major users of 
vaudeville among independent circuits 
of the country, but Brooks expressed the 
opinion that “vaudeville is now dead.” 


Warner Promotions 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14. — Warner 
Bros.’ executive office this week an- 
nounced a series of promotions in the 
Washington zone. Biggest step was 
taken by Guy Wonders, who becomes 
district manager for theaters in Mary- 
land, West Virginia and Pennsylvania. 
Others moving up included Nat Glasser, 
district manager; Harry Lohmeyer, dis- 
trict manager; Charles Grimes and W. 
Claude Land.

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 14.—The Screen 
Actors’ Guild named the late Will Rogers 
as turning in the best performance in 
August, in “Steamboat Round the Bend.” 
Second choice went to Henry Fonda for 
his work in “The Farmer Takes a Wife.” 
Honorable mention went to Boris Karloff in 
“Backroom,” and Frank McHugh in “The 
Irish in Us.” 

The Screen Writers’ Cuild gave first 
prize for the best screen play to Edwin 
Burke for “The Farmer Takes a Wife.” 
Honorable mention went to Larry Doyle, 
Ray Chanslor and Lillie Hayward for “Front 
Page Woman,” and Anthony Veiller, Gar- 
rett Fort and Larry Bachman for “Jaina.” 


Guilds Try To Force 
Agents’ Co-Operation 


HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 14.—The Screen 
Actors’ and Writers’ Guilds here are 
planning to join forces with the play- 
ers’ agents in an effort to force pro- 
ducers to recognize the Wagner Labor 
Law, which calls for collective bar- 
baining. 

The Guilders have given the agents 
the choice of joining forces or facing a 
Guild agency. The Guilders point out 
that if the agents do not join them 
the players will decline to renew their 
contracts and will turn their business 
over to a central agency controlled by 
the Guild. ‘ 

The Actors’ and Writers’ Guilds claim 
90 per cent of the acting and writing 
talent in this city. 


KansheMiteonent Indies 
Will Meet in October 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 14.—Plans 
are being made for a meeting of the 
independent exhibitors of Western Mis- 
souri and Southeastern Kansas, to be 
held early in October. It is likely that 
the meeting will be staged at Lamar. 
A. J. Simmons, member of the Kansas- 
Missouri Theaters Association, is in 
charge of the arrangements. 


The meeting is being called to stimu- 
late interest in the organization and 
bring exhibitors of the two States closer 
together to talk over the sales tax, con- 
tracts and other problems facing local 
theater owners. 


Bank Nights No 
Church Raffles, 


CEDAR RAPIDS, fa., Sept. 14.—Claim- 
ing that there is little or no difference 
between “bank nights” as conducted by 
many movie houses and the ordinary 
church raffle, Ray Coffin, of Des Moines, 
recently addressed the following letter 
to The Des Moines Register, which was 
published in that newspaper's “People’s 
Forum” department: 


“To the Editor: 


“The Register’s highly advertised brain 
trust must have struck a midsummer 
slump. Nothing else could explain its 
devotion of 40 or 50 inches of its edi- 
torial page to copying a story, written in 
garbled and gastric gibberish, and cred- 
ited to a church publication, setting 
forth the evils of bank night, advertis- 
ing plan now used by over 3,000 thea- 
ters. 


“Bank night is a success—and much 
of the world despises success. It is a 
success because it has pulled many a 
theater out of the doldrums thru the 
discouraging and _  profitiess summer 
months. It is successful in having 
opened many theaters formerly “dark,” 
and in having kept them open. This 
in communities with no other places of 
amusement than beer parlors and pool 
halls. 


“Bank night is successful as a medium 
for the redistribution of wealth in a 
much healthier manner than that pre- 
scribed by Huey Long and the “soak-

the-rich-and-poor” advocates in Wash- 
ington. 

“Bank night awards in Iowa alone 
now aggregate about $4,000 weekly. This 
money goes into circulation in the com- 
munity. It almost invariably reaches 
some really deserving and needy person 
—possibly because—‘aren’t we all?’ 

“Bank night is successful because the 
public loves it! Note the attendance! 

“Mr. Kresensky thoughtfully and with 
deep, denunciatory concern calls it a 
racket and then admits it to have been 
declared legal by the courts. He also 
infers that out-of-towners are always 
the winners. This is entirely false. 
Every name ever called at the Des Moines 
theater has been that of a well-known 
local resident. Besides, someone eventu- 
ally gets the money and the entire op- 
eration is carefully conducted in view of 
the audience, 

“Why devote your valuable editorial 
page to Mr. Kresensky’s vapid and 
puerile poppycock? Why not give that

This entire district is showing signs 
of increased activity and each day finds 
a theater reopening, many of them dark 
since the sound picture came into being 
Altho there are many houses in the out- 
lying districts still closed, many of them 
are preparing to reopen this winter. 


Washington Has Eight 
First-Run Theaters 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—With two 
new openings within the last fortnight, 
the number of first-run theaters has 
been increased from six to eight, which 
is one more than this city has had dur- 
ing the past 10 years. Latest opening 
was of the Rialto, now returned to the 
managing directorship of Tom Moore, 
veteran independent showman and 
builder of this theater. 

Al Tamarin has been placed as man- 
ager of the Belasco Theater, independent 
house using foreign films as the bulk 
of its product. The Belasco for many 
years stood as a landmark to legitimate 
drama. Situated just across from the 
White House, this theater was refused 
Minsky last year when he desired a loca! 
burlesque outlet, but was leased for 
the exhibiting of foreign-made films six 
months later. 


Department of Justice 
Studies Detroit Setup 


DETROIT, Sept. 14.—The existence of 
a national investigation into the motion 
picture industry by the Department of 
Justice was revealed this week as the 
result of efforts of Jacob Schreiber. 
Detroit circuit owner, to prove charges 
of conspiracy against Co-Operative 
Theaters of Michigan. ‘After losing 4 
suit in Federal Court, which he has 
stated may be ultimately appealed to 
the Supreme Court, Schreiber wrote last 
week to Marvin McIntyre, secretary to 
President Roosevelt and a_ personal 
friend of his. ; 

McIntyre referred the matter to the 
Federal Trade Commission, and Otis B. 
Johnson, secretary of the FTC, wrote 
Schreiber that “in view of the allega- 
tions made, it appears that the situation 
is one that is more properly for the 
attention of the Department of Justice, 
as that department has been and is con- 
ducting an extensive investigation of 
the motion picture industry, and in this 
connection is directing its attention to 
the refusal of producers and distributors 
to supply to independent exhibitors 
pictures with which to operate their 
theaters.” 

The entire matter was then referred to 
the Department of Justice by Johnson. 


Kuykendall To Address 
Nebraska-Iowa Exhibitors 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 14-—Ed Kuyken- 
dall, president of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of America, will be the 
chief speaker at the meeting of Nebraska 
and Iowa exhibitors to be held here 
October 8-9. The session was called by 
CHiarles Williams, president of the 
Nebraska MPTO. 

The meeting will be open to all ex- 
hibitors of the two States and record 
attendance is expected. The local 
Variety Club will stage a golf tourna- 
ment and dinner dance for the visiting 
theater men. 
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Detroit Court Gives 
Okeh to Giveaways 


DETROIT, Sept. 14.—Jacob Schreiber 
was acquited of the charge of operating 
a lottery by Judge Christopher Stein in 
Recorder's Court this week. The charge 
rrose out of a giveaway of money to 
holders of certain ticket numbers. The 
court ruled that this was a free gift and 
not a lottery, inasmuch as the ticket- 
nolder got full value for his ticket in 
the form of a show. 

However, the Supreme Court of Michi- 
gan a week ago ruled that Schreiber 
cou'ld not continue such giveaways 
under the law, in a civil suit, altho an- 
other hearing is scheduled at Schreiber’s

Youngcelaus, frequently successful 
when choosing a 12-man jury as referee, 
has also the reputation for being the 
man to establish the court precedent 
and getting the injunction against the 
practice of protection several years ago. 


Bank Night Infringement 
Suits Entered in Atlanta 


ATLANTA, Sept. 
Complaint were entered in Federal Dis- 
trict Court here by Affiliated Enter- 
prises, Inc., of Denver, today. One, 
against Arthur lucas and William K. 
Jenkins, as individuals; Lucas and Jen- 
kins, Inc.; 10th Street Theater Company, 
and Community Theaters, Inc., involving 
18 theaters in Georgia, and the other 
against R. B. Wilby and the Alabama 
Theaters, Inc., involving a 35-house 
chain. 

The suits allege Affiliaved Enterprises 
has copyrighted the bank or cash night 
idea and allege that Lucas and Jenkins 
and the Wilby interests have infringed 
its rights. Affiliated contends the de- 
fendants have damaged them to a large 
extent, amount unknown, but extent Is 
claimed as at least $10,000. The peti- 
tioners ask that the defendants be com- 
pelled to render a true account of all 
profits from the bank night plan and a 
decree issued compe:ling defendants to 
pay over all such profits to the com- 
plainants. 

The defendants could not be reached 
today for statements. Affiliated officials, 
on the ground, state that similar suits 
will be started in various points thru- 
out the country for alleged infringe- 
ments of their copyright.

Each succeeding day finds more theaters resorting to giveaways in order to 
attract patrons. Many courts have decided that the giving away of money prizes 
does not constitute a lottery and as a result the competiticn is becoming more 


and more keen. The opinion prevails that, with the giveaway situation out of 
bounds, producers will be forced to lower their rentals and therefore make inferior 
pictures. Any exhibitor giving away huge sums of money, cars or houses must 
necessarily book cheap pictures in order to take up some of ihe overhead, and 
this is going to be reflected in the type of film product In addition to give- 
aways, double bills are gaining strength, and this too means that exhibitors must 
buy cheaper product. It is to be regretted that such a situation is in the offing, 
but one must look it ih the eye and admit that giveaways and duals are not going 


to build theater patronage if pictures become cheaper and necessarily less enter- 
taining. 
* * hk 

The suit against the majors in St. Louis, charging restraint of- trade, has been 
postponed again. It will now come up October 1, at which time the fireworks 
are expected. It is no secret that the distributors are worried, and they well should 
be, for if the decision goes against them it will mean an entirely new setup in 
film selling and will be a great break for the independent buyer. Observers be- 
lieve that there is about an even chance of the government finding against the 
distributors. It will be watched with interest.

The success of Gaumont British in 
its short American appearance should cause preducers to study the situation 
carefully, for many exhibitors in this country are ready to buy foreign as soon as 
the pictures are more adaptable to American tastes. A

owner organizations. Each unit should make it a point to study the present 
situation and map out a plan of action to be ready wnen Congress meets again. 
Whether or not the Pettengill bill will solve the showmen’s problems is a matter 
of personal opinion, but some bill should be backed by exhibitors that will elimi- 
nate the most glaring abuses in the industry. Block booking and preferred play- 
dates should have no place in this industry, and organizations would do well to 
contact their representatives in Congress while those worthy gents are back home

Plot concerns the murder of a woman 
secret agent in the flat of a Canadian 
in London, the man’s flight with the 
double object of defeating the foreign 
spies and avoiding arrest on murder 
charges and his subsequent string of 
adventures, which bring to mind some 
of the passages in Galsworthy’s Escape. 
He unmasks the plot in the end, of 
course, but not before he has had an 
exciting time. 

Suspense is maintained at an ex- 
tremely high level, with the customers 
kept taut thruout except for a slight 
letdown just before the climax. Some 
very unusual nd effective shots are 
included, and the whole thing has all 
the marks of intelligence and care. 


Donat and Miss Carroll, as indicated, 
turn in splendid performances, and 
other fine acting jobs are offered by 
Godfrey Tearle, Lucie Mannheim, Helen 
Haye, Peggy Ashcroft, John Laurie, 
Frank Cellier and Wylie Watson. The 
acting level is head and shoulders above 
average all the way. 

Bernard Knowles rates credits for his 
photography, and so does Charles Ben- 
nett, who did a fine job adapting the 
screen play from John Buchan’s book. 


“Alias Bulldog Drummond” 


(GAUMONT BRITISH) 
Time—65 minutes. 
Release Date—May 18. 


This British feature is mildly amus- 
ing but not outstanding in its effort to 
be funny. Jack Hulbert, on whom rests 
most of the responsibility, is of the old 
slap-stick school dnd never for a mo- 
ment lets up in his efforts to be the 
life of the party. He finally becomes 
very tiresome. 

The story is that of a jewel merchant 
being kidnaped and held for ransom. 
Bulldog Drummond is called upon to 
take up the case, but due to a motor 
accident he is unable to reach the scene. 
Hulbert impersonates Drummond and 
goes about solving the situation. Had 
he acted more and tried less hard to be 
funny the picture would have gained a 
great deal. Fay Wray is the heroine and 
goes thru her performance jin her usual 
capable manner. Others in the cast are 
unknown to American tans. 


Like most British pictures, this one 
falls just a little short of being excel- 
lent. As it stands it is okeh for a dual 
bill, but is not for de luxe houses. It 
will please those who are not too criti- 
cal. 


“The Big Broadcast of 1936” 


(PARAMOUNT) 
Time—80 minutes. 
Release Date—September 15. 

Paramount has turned out an excel- 
lent piece of entertainment in The Big 
Broadcast of 1936. While the story is 
too insignifcant to bother with, the pic- 
ture has a lineup of stars tnat will pack 
box offices everywhere. The tunes are 
contageous and the lines are extremely 
funny. 

The names include Bing Crosby, Amos 
’n’ Andy, Ethel Merman, Mary Boland, 
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Jack Oakie, Burns and Allen, Lyda Ro- 
berti and Bill Robinson. 

This feature is packed with song, hits, 
many of which will soon find their way 
over the air. The outstanding numbers 
are I Wished on the Moon, Double Trou- 
ble and It’s the Animal in Me. 

If this is a criterion of the new sea- 
son’s crop of musicals exhibitors can 
look forward to a season of box-office 
hits.

Andy put over some clever repartee. 

This feature is clean, fast moving and 
is designed for the entire family. 


“Peasants” 


(AMKINO) 
Time—105 minutes. 
Release Date—August 26. 


This is purely Soviet propaganda and 
makes a valiant effort to paint the col- 
lective cities as lily white and places of 
unheard-of happiness. The director 
makes no effort to hide the fact that 
the object of the film is solely for the 
purpose of recruiting converts. 

The thin story deals with the fact 
that the community pigs may not have 
enough food to carry them thru the 
winter. The families agree to take care 
of the hogs and return them to the 
community in the spring. One family 
returns the pigs and a feud is started. 
An attempt is made on the life of the 
community leader, but the plan fails to 
go thru. As a result the two con- 
spirators are given life in Siberia for 
one and death for the other. 

This epic will have very limited ap- 
peal. It may draw in the big manu- 
facturing centers, but for the average 
city it is not at all suited. 


“Red Salute” 


(UNITED ARTISTS) 
Time—78 minutes. 
Release Date—September 13. 


This picture has everything that goes 
to make up a fast-moving, entertaining 
flicker. Barbara Stanwyck and Robert 
Young carry the burden of the story 
and do it nicely. Director Sidney Lan- 
field lost no opportunity to bring out 
every bit of fun in the story and the 
result is obvious. 

Barbara is the unruly daughter of an 
army general. She falls for a red agi- 
tator and her father sends her to 
Mexico. There she meets a buck private 
and their efforts in getting back to 
Washington are hilarious. Cliff Edwards 
has a bus and they use this vehicle fo 
make the journey. Their escapades 6n 
board the bus are filled with laughs and 
amusing situations. Upon reaching 
Washington Young shows up the agi- 
tator and wins the general’s daughter. 

This is one of the best Stanwyck pic- 
tures in years and her many fans will 
welcome her back to the screen. Her 
last few yarns have not given the gal 
sufficient leeway, but this one will re- 
establish her. Robert Young turns in 
an excellent performance, as does Hardie 
Albright, the radical orator. 

This is made-to-order box-office fare 
and exhibitors should cash in on it. 


“The Bishop Misbehaves” 


(MGM) 
Time—85 minutes. 
Release Date—September 13. 


This picture is from the successful 
New York stage play of last season. The 
role of the bishop is played by Edmund 
Gwen, and he is supported by Maureen 
O'Sullivan, Norman Foster, Reginald 
Owen and Dudley Digges. Each mem- 
bers is well cast and the result is an 
entertaining piece of film work. 

The bishop, an inveterate reader of 
detective stories, finds himself in the 
midst of a situation that requires some 
fast thinking. Owen has swindled Miss 
O’Sullivan’s father and she seeks the 
aid of Foster to retrieve it. Foster, an 
American on a walking tour of England, 
agrees. The bishop upsets the stickup 
when he appears at the roadhouse where 
the act is to take place. In the excite- 
ment the action races around and 


finally the bishop finds the group in 
Limehouse and rescues them and forces 
Owen to give back the money. 

The title may not be particularly 
appropriate in small towns, but anyone 
seeing this farce will like it. The ex- 
hibitor should go in for extra advertis- 
ing to tell his patrons that there is 
nothing offensive in the feature. 


“The Girl Who Came Back” 


(CHESTERFIELD)

This is a rather trite story with few 
new angles. A girl counterfeiter decides 
to go straight.

She tips off the cops 
and the baddies are caught and all 
ends well.

Magicians has always been definitely op- 
posed to the publication, in periodicals 
sold to the general public, of articles in 
which magicians’ apparatus or methods 
are exposed. Our attention has been 
called tO the article published in the 
September issue of Modern Mechanix 
and Inventions in which the name of 
the Society is used in a manner which 
we consider unfair and improper. 

“At the beginning of the article . , 
the statement appears, ‘The original 
charter of the Society of American Ma- 
gicians on November 5, 1921, gave to 
Will L. Lindhorst the title of Chandu.’ 
This statement is untrue in several par- 
ticulars. The Society of American Ma- 
gicians was organized in 1902 and its 
original charter conferred no title on 
anyone. Will L. Lindhorst was first 
elected to membership in February, 
1922, 20 years after our forming. In 
this application he gave his professional 
name as Lindhorst, not Chandu. ° 
The Society of American Magicians has 
no record of the adoption by Lindhorst 
of the name Chandu. According to the 
records of the Society, the name Chandu 
was used by William J. Nixon years be- 
fore Mr. Lindhorst became a member. 

= . . The use of the name of this 
Society in connection with an article of 
this type, whereby the average person 
might reasonably be led to believe that 
exposers have not only its condonation, 
but even its actual approval, will work 
an irreparable injury to the Society. ... 
Under the circumstances, we must in- 
sist that you make a public retraction 
in your magazine, setting forth not only 
that the Society of American Magicians 
had nothing to do with the article in 
question, but that it vigorously con- 
demns the same. We shall expect this 
retraction in the next issue of your 
magazine and to be given a prominence 
equal to that of the original article.”

Great London Circus. In 1904, with 
Bowers and W. F. Smith, a horse dealer, 
he organized the Great Van Amburg 
Circus and kept that show on the road 
unti] 1908, when the title was changed 
to Howe’s Great London. Early in 1908 
Mugivan & Bowers bought the Dode 
Fisk show and changed the title to 
Sanger’s Great European Circus. In 
1911 they bought the Danny Robinson 
Famous Shows and used that title in 
place or Sanger’s European. Bowers 
managed the Robinson show and Mugi- 
van the Howe show. 

In 1916 they bought the John Robin- 
son Circus and dropped the Famous 
Robinson title. In 1917 the Howe show 
was shelved and the Robinson show en- 
larged. In 1919 they bought the Hagen- 
beck-Wallace show, Bowers taking over 
management of it. In 1920 they again 
put out Howe's Great London and in 
1921 changed the title to Howe’s Great 
London & Van Amburg Wild Animal 
Circus Combined. In 1920 they also 
bought the Sells-Floto Circus and the 
Yankee Robinson Circus and the Buf- 
falo Bill title. In 1922 they bought 
Gollmar Bros.’ Circus'and used that title 
in place of Howe’s Great London. The 
winter of 1928 they bought the Al G. 
Barnes Circus and Sparks Circus. 

In 1921 Mugivan & Bowers took Ed 
Ballard into the partnership and formed 
the American Circus Corporation, which 
was bought by John Ringling and in- 
terests, along with all titles and circus 
equipment, in September, 1929. For a 
short time in 1907 Mugivan had an in- 
terest in the Hagenbeck-Wallace show 
and was assistant manager. However, 
he sold his interest back to Wallace and 
returned to his own show. In 1921, 
after forming the corporation, they 
bought the Wallace farms and winter 
quarters in Peru, Ind. In 1926 the 
Gollmar title and equipment were sold 
to Arthur Heritage and C. F. Neese. I 
don’t know whether they ever used the 
title or not. The Sells-Floto Circus was 
organized in 1904 and the Al G. Barnes 
about the same time. 

Who can give any information about 
Leona Venera, also known as Cleone 
Venera? She was on Forepaugh-Sells, 
season of 1895. as smake charmer and 
Circassian lady and before that thought 
to have been on the Forepaugh show. 
Had light blue eyes and extremely 
blond, fuzzy hair. Started trouping 
about 1875 and retired in 1915. Lived 
in Rochester, N. Y., for several years 
and then moved to Lindenville, N. Y., 
where she died in 1930 in her 80th year.

Tuckahoe, N. Y. 
I often read with great interest what 
you say regarding the return of vaude- 
ville. You also print letters from read- 
ers, and then there was that special 
reference to Heywood Broun’s article. 


All too true. May 
O'Hara Version {> a” > J aan 
to say is. this: 
Of Why Vaude yaudevitte in its 
heyday was a real 
Will Come Back variety show. It 
gave the customer 
® wonderfuF variety of real entertain- 
ment, clean as a hound’s tooth, for 
ladies and gentlemen, for the family. 
There was even a “family entrance,” so 
standardized was the refinement of the 
show each week, every week. 
We all recall the program: a dumb 
act, a two-act, sidewalk conversation, 
soft-shoe act. This No. 2 invariably was 


in “one.” Then came a full-stage farce 
comedy not too strong. Next another 
act in “one,” followed by a full-stage 
act of several types, and that closed the 
first half. The second part opened with 
(tough spot) a strong act, full stage or 
in “one,” followed by the cream act, 
“one” or full stage. It was usually a 
very strong one-act comedy or drama, a 
Ryan and Ritchfield or a Robert Hil- 
liard. Dozens of our greatest actors 
played in that spot. I have been on the 
bill with many of the greatest actors 
America produced, O'Neill, Hilliard, Daly, 
Lillian Russell, Henry Dixey, etc., to 
say nothing of Walter Huston, George 
M. Cohan, Will Rogers and a line of 
comedians such as we have never seen 
since except these same people. There 
have been, with very few exceptions, no 
new arrivals. These great ones were all 
B. FP. Keith’s “boys,” or maybe Oscar 
Hammerstein’s boys. In those days we 
had Percy Williams, Oscar Hammerstein 
and B. F. Keith. Then Proctor came in, 
but he was not up to that other stand- 
erd. He was just one groove down. So 
were Cole and Castle, all the Orpheum 
crowd. Great men, but not on the same 
high level as Keith. He was the lead- 
off, the genius, the man who did it all. 


We all looked up to him. He was the 
daddy of us all. 
Now what happened? I saw it all 


happen. I watched the rot set in. At 
the time I prophesied just exactly what 
has since happened. I prophesied it 
because it always happens the same way. 
When ‘the cat’s away the mice play. 
Keith died. His great “machine” began 
to crumble. The ideal “variety” show 
which he made great began to be ironed 
out. Musical shows crept in all too 
fast, girl shows, more and more like 
burlesque. Big musical acts followed, 
then more girl shows, and then “or- 
chestras,” all playing one type of music; 
again no variety, until the show de- 
generated into a bunch of “plug” acts, 
all plugging popular songs, all sub- 
sidized, grafting, taking money for sing- 
ing all sorts of plug songs. Whole acts 
were made up that way, with not a 
particle of variety, fust the same old 
hash. When you saw one show you had 
seen the whole year’s show! But it 
took a long time to break down what 
Keith built up. 

Next in came the dirt. “And how!” 
I went twice to the Palace in later years 
and never have I seen such unwarranted 
filth, umspeakable filth. Goodness, 
everyone who knows me knows that I 
am not a prude, and at the same time 
I trust I am not a degenerate. That’s 
what hurts. No man who is half a man 
wants to see degeneracy Openly played 
on a public stage. 

So add that all up. It does add up. 
What was the average show of later 
years? (1) A “dumb” act opening with 
popular songs, for which they were 
staked by the publisher. (2) An act 
in “one” singing and dancing popular 
songs, for which they were staked by the 
publisher. (3) An orchestra playing 
popular music, for which they were 
staked by the publisher. (4) An act 
filled with unspeakable filth, big full- 
stage act, singing and dancing popular 
songs, for which they were staked by the 
publisher. (6) Intermission, in which 
the orchestra played popular music, for 
which they were staked by the publisher. 
(7) More of the same thing, for which 
they were all staked by the publisher. 
(I saw four piano-singing acts on one 
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bill at the Palace, all singing plug num- 
bers.) -Beat that, will you? 


May I prophesy again? Vaudeville will 
come back. It will take its place, a 
VARIETY show, and not until then. We 
will again have the swell full-stage one- 
act plays, gripping one-acters, intelligent 
plays, as they used to be, clean as a 
hound’s tooth. There will be a variety 
of music, not just one kind. There 
will be a return of magic, of black 
magic, of minstrelsy, comedians as of 
yore—a great variety, a real entertain- 
ment. This will be a real show again, 
topping radio and the talkies combined. 
Folks want flesh. They want IMPROV- 
ISATION, instantaneous comedy, quick 
stuff, surprises, and all of these they 
cannot get in radio or movies. They 
are forever doomed to be just the way 
they are, static, dead, flicker, extrava- 
ganza plus, but supplying nothing of 
the intimate. That will come back

CINCINNATI, Sept. 14.—Apart from 
the past week’s business of Ringling- 
Barnum being another exceptional suc- 
cess, both the Deg Moines and St. Louis 
stands topped the record for several 
years past, reports Charles F. Clarke.

Fred B. Meslen, of Moberly, Mo., has a 
handbill of W. C. Coup’s Circus, which 


exhibited in Moberly July 26, 1881. The - 


bill advertises four circus and hippo- 
drome rings, with the hippodrome track 
40 feet wide and a half-mile around. 
Menagerie and museum tents half as 
large as the hippodrome tent. Used an 
entry pageant and claimed to be the 
largest circus ever known. They also 
claimed having built the first passenger 
sleeping cars. Had G. A: Farini, man- 
ager of the Royal Aquarium, London. 
Also the wonderful flying LuLu. James 
Melville, equestrian director. Prof. 
Jukes in charge of the museum and G. 
H. Middleton in charge of menagerie. 
The layout of the show is very similar 
to what we have today, which, in spite 
of Solomon’s statement, is still very in- 
teresting. 

Molly Murphee,: accordionist in the 
Side Show, fell thru a trestle. 15 feet, 
being badly bruised and shaken and 
sustaining a fractured jaw that required 
special surgical attention. Her husband 
was with her at the time, but was not 
hurt. 

Elverna Bennett, the sprightly half- 
girl of the Side Show, celebrated her 
17th birthday at Peoria, Ill. She re- 
ceived lots of lovely presents at the 
party, which was held at the Jefferson 
Hotel, where most of the side-show peo- 
ple attended and shared in the merry 
festivities. The pastry chef of the cook- 
house supplied the beautiful frosted 
cake, which was three feet in length 
and supported 17 silver candles. After 
the candles were blown out drinks were 
served, toasts were drunk and a very 
enjoyable evening was spent by all. As 
the guests departed someone remarked, 
“Tf half a girl throws a swell birthday 
party like this, please, Lord, don’t let 
me be absent when the giant has his.”

At Indian Stomp Grounds 


RIVER BEND, Va., Sept. 14.—Attend- 
ance at the Indians’ own reservation, 
near the nation’s capital, was very light 
on Labor Day and the week following 
due to heavy rains each day and very 
chilly weather: On Saturday, with the 
rains stopped and warmer weather, busi- 
ness again picked up. 

Indians on the reservation, represent- 
ing five tribes, began a three-day period 
of mourning for their friend, Mrs. Har- 
old L. Ickes, wife of Secretary of the In- 
terior, that terminated in a sunrise 
memorial service on Friday morning. 
Every Washington paper carried feature 
stories and photos of this ceremonial 
and event was shot by newsreel camera- 
men. Speakers at the memorial service 
included priests, rabbis and ministers 
of the various churches of Washington. 
Idea of mourning period and memorial 
services worked out by the reservation’s 
press agent, Rex M. Ingham. 

Business at the trading post, the en- 
trance to the reservation’s gate, holds up 
well, the articles sold there being prod- 
ucts of the Indians’ handiwork. 

Chief Blow Snake, who is the official 
historian of the Winnebago tribe, is one 
of the features of the ceremonials which 
are staged under his direction. With 
him is his squaw and his daughter, Will- 
ing Eagle. Chief Deer Foot, an Apache 
from the White River Agency in Arizona, 
acts as emsee and keeps program of na- 
tive songs, dances and pastimes going at 
a rapid rate. Deer Foot is right-hand 
man at the reservation and handles 
many difficult situations that arise. He 
is a versatile performer and understands 
show business.

A nice long letter from Harry Baugh, in 
which he states, among other things: 

“Wish I had had you here yesterday 
afternoon; you could have gotten enough 
good stories for the column to last a 
month. For the last two days the Cum- 
berland Hotel, thru the Circus Room, has 
been entertaining ‘Poodles’ Hanneford 
and wife, Grace. Yesterday afternoon we 
got Poodles to talking, and in the pres- 
ence of about 10 or 12 circus people he 
told of his experiences when he first 
came to America. 


He told one of going to Paris for the 
first time. He bought a guide book, but 
as he could not speak French he simply 
had to take the book and turn from page 
te page to get what he wanted. He could 
get no satisfaction from anyone with his 
little book, so he walked to the middle 
of the street where a policeman was di- 
recting traffic. After poring over the 
book and seemingly getting nowhere 
with the policeman, he was giving up in 
despair when the policeman spoke up in 
good English and said: ‘You want to go 
to the Empire Theater.’ Poodles asked 
why the h-l he didn’t tell him he could 
speak English, and the policeman told 
him that he did not ask him that. 


He also told of his arrival in this 
country. Frank Cook met them at the 
pier, gave them directions. and cars to 
take, and how to get where they were 
going. He advised him not to take 2 
cab but teke herse cars. Poodles said 
there were six or seven in the troupe and 
they had about 40 bags and bundles, and 
that it was right in the rush hour. Of 
course, when they attempted to get on 
the car it blocked traffic. Cook had given 
him a roll of one-dollar bills, but Poodles 
did not know anything about our money. 
He saw the driver working the nickels 
down in the boxes, as you know how they 
did in those days, and he naturally sup- 
posed you got change for whatever you 
put in the box. He said when the driver 
told him to put his fare in the box he 
pulled out one of those dollar bills and 
blocked traffic again trying to push it 
in the hole. 


“Poodles has a style all his own in tell- 
ing these stories and acts them out. It 
was really better than a vaudeville show, 
and I do not know of a single day that 
I have enjoyed so much as I did listening 
to him.”

PAUL, Sept. 14.—Reaping benefits 
of a successful Northwest harvest, Min- 
nesota’s 76th annual State fair, August 
31-September 7, for the third time in 
its history broke the 500,000-mark in 
attendance, midway set an all-time 
record gross and the State stands to 
make about $25,000. 

Total gate was 526,897, compared to 
452,553 in 1934. This number was ex- 
ceeded only twice in history of the 
fair, in 1920, when only 9,000 more at- 
tended, and in 1919, when the fair 
assumed a peace celebration and drew 
581,643. 

Tabulators still were busy chetking on 
Thursday and did not know what profits 
would be. Budget was $275,000 and 
officials hoped to have at least $25,000 
left. Raymond A. Lee, secretary, said it 
is the plan of the board to spend at 
least a good part of that in improving 
property. A “Key Day” bargain on 
opening day, admitting for 50 cents one 
to grounds, grand stand and choice of 
Indian Village or taking a car on the 
grounds, made tabulating difficult.

California’s Receipts Take Big Tilt 
Of About 18%; Gate Slightly Off 


SACRAMENTO, Sept. 14.—California’s 
81st annual State Fair, August 31-Sep- 
tember 9, broke almost every record 
during the most successful event in its 
history. Directors announced a profit of 
about $25,000. Receipts were estimated 
at 18 per cent above 1934, previous high 
mark. Attendance fell below the record 
of 459,889 last year. 

Check of attendance figures showed 
that 448,823 visited the 10-day exposi- 
tion, which was 11,066 less than in 1934. 

Before gates were closed this year di- 
rectors launched plans for a $1,250,000 
building program and a vastly increased 
exposition in 1936. With assistance of 
State Finance Director A. E. Stock- 
burger, the fair board wired a direct ap- 
peal to President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary of Interior Ickes to give special 
consideration to a plea for federal as- 
sistance. Building schedule includes a 
new $250,000 Horse Show arena, addi- 
tions to the two grand stands and many 


improvements to buildings and grounds. 


Collections of scrip books sold before 
the fair amounted to $51,080, exceeding 
the %50,000 goal set by directors. Total 
scrip sales will aggregate $55,000, $7,000 
over 1934. Scrip, as in the past, offered 
admission on a daily basis for 25 cents. 
Regular gate remained at 50 cents. 
Increase in receipts was explained as 
due to nightly sell-out crowds at the 
Horse Show, pari-mutuel racing and 
fees from concessioners, all of which 
exceeded expectations. 


Racing brought total handle of $213,- 
08s thru the machines. Pari-mutuel 
receipts jumped $50,000 over last year 
for the eight-day meet. Racing is not 
permitted on Sundays. Horse shows 
were given Sunday afternoons to re- 
place the daily running and harness 
races. Altho weather was the coolest 
for a fair in five years, attendance was

DAYTON, O., Sept. 14.—Altho the sec- 
ond day was practically lost because of 
weather, the 84th annual Montgomery 
County Pair 9n September 2-5 was satis- 
factory to fair officials, total admissions 
at 25 cents being 35,213, as against 33,- 
£74 last year. Rain on Labor Day cut 
crowds to 15,317, as against 18,069 last 
year. With the gate, sale of 6,951 auto 
tickets and 6,392 grand-stand tickets, all 
at the same price, receipts were about 
$12,139. 

Exhibits were more complete and in- 
dividually better than last year. Pari- 
mutuel betting being out this year, 
spelling and ciphering contests among 
rural school children were held under 
the grand stand where betting ruled for- 
merly. 

Grand-stand show, afternoon and 
night, had harness and running races, 
horse show events and acts booked thru 
Gus Sun Exchange, Swinger and Swing- 
er, roller skaters; Osaki and Taki, equili- 
brists; Bee Kyle, high diver; Pritz Fam- 
ily, gymnasts; Les Cattiers, high act, and 
Flying Sullivans, bill declared to be the 
best in several years. 

Two records were made in the 2:07 
trot by Sam Rotan, owned by Irvin 
Ridenour, Lima, O., in two heats in 
2:06% and 2:06. Monday night a wet 
track caused four runners to throw 
mounts. Jockey Harry Hay, 26, Colum- 
bus, O., was taken to a hospital. Give- 
aways nightly of merchandise and an 
automobile again had big pulling power. 

Fair board paid special honor to W. C. 
Houze, Ludlow, Ky., who holds the rec- 
ord of 35 consecutive years as conces- 
sioner with waffles here. He uses the 
same recipe as when he started, altho 
the irons he now uses weigh only 13 
ounces as against three pounds at the 
start. On the midway were eight rides 
of F. E. Gooding; Freak Calf Show, Jake 
Weng; Snake Show and Deep Sea Ex- 
hibit, George H. White; Rogers-Post Ex- 
hibit, Louis E. Buell; Barney Lamb’s Ten- 
in-One and snake and monkey shows. 
Shows did good business when weather 
permitted, rides being busy until mid- 
night. 


Detroit Gate 
Take Is Down 


Paid attendance reported 
lower than in 1934—more 
use of grounds planned 


DETROIT, Sept. 14—The 86th Michi- 
gan State Fair on August 31-September 
9 had total estimated attendance of 
354,000, ccmpared with net paid gates 
last year of 266,000. Attendance very 
good during the first half and showing 
an increase over last year, apparently 
slumped during the last half, with some 
poor days due to rain and cloudy weather, 
Paid attendance, according to Secretary 
George A. Prescott Jr., was 242487, 22,000 
under last year’s total.

cents during the preceding nine days. 
Daytime business on the midway was low 
except on Children’s Day on Tuesday, 
but evening attendance built up to a fair 
figure, show officials reported. Showmen 
appeared to feel that the increased gate 
charge this year was responsible for some 
lack of patronage on the midway. 

Income from concessions will total 
$36,000, an increase of $12,000 over last 
year, according to Mr. Prescott. Total 


.floor space sold was 84,500 square feet. 


State sales tax collected in the first eight 
days from concessioners doing retail 
business was $1,500. 

A new policy for year-round use of 
the grounds was announced by Mr. Pres- 
cott, who said: 

“It is foolish to have this heavy in- 
vestment lying idle 50 weeks of the year. 
It is unreasonable to make such an in- 
vestment and then expect it to return 
a profit when it is allowed to stand idle 
and decay over 11 months.” 

Shrine Circus has been signed to play 
the Coliseum in February and midget 
auto races will probably be staged as well 
as a variety of other attractions which 
have never hitherto played the grounds.

Bosses in Increased Spending 


TORONTO, Sept. 14—With pageantry 
and music of 12 massed bands, the 1935 
Canadian National Exhibition was offi- 
cially closed at 10:30 on the night of 
September 7 by President F. H. Deacon, 
who declared that the extent of im- 
provement in business indicated by suc- 
cess of this year’s fair was beyond all 
expectations. 


“The most encouraging feature has 
been the improved money conditions.” 
said General Manager Elwood Hughes. 
“Last year there was a slight improve- 
ment in business, but this year money 
has definitely loosened up. Especially 
noticeable was the greatly increased 
spending power in the amusement 
areas.” 

Rubin & Cherry Exposition officials 
said receipts were up 25 per cent over 
last year. This was exclusive of the 
Ontario provincial tax. Otherwise this 
increase would have been as much as 40 
per cent. 


All available space was rented this 
year, and 40 to 55 per cent of major 
exhibitors have requested the same areas 
for next year. Applicutions for new 
and additional space for next year also 
have been received. 


The all-time attendance recard of the 


CNE was made in 1928, with 2,039,000 
visitors. It declined to 1,420,000 in 1933, 
and increased last year to 1,503,000. A 
repetition of an increase this year, in 
the opinion of administration Officials, 
reflected steadily improving business 
conditions. This year’s attendance total 
is only 6,000 below the figure for 1931 
and considerably greater than that for 
1926, when attendance started to climb 
toward its peak.

By 4 Days’ Rain 


New low in attendance is 
result in Maryland—drop 
is felt in mutuels take 
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TIMONIUM, Mad., Sept. 14.—The 57th 
annual Maryland State Fair on Septem- 
ber 2-7 had smallest attendance in many 
years. Altho figures were off only 25 
per cent from last year, they were off 
60 per cent from normal years in the 
past. Heavy rains on the first four days 
raised havoc with the gate. Total fig- 
ures released by Matthias L. Daiger, sec- 
retary of Maryland State Fair and Agri- 
culture Society of Baltimore County, 
were about 80,000, as compared to 110,- 
000 last year, when there also was con- 
siderable rain. Total receipts at gates 
and grand stand were given as $40,000. 


Despite showers for the opening on 
Labor Day, attendance was 25,000. Ex- 
hibits were declared the best ever as- 
sembled in Timonium and competition 
was keener than in previous years. In 
the grand stand 10,000 viewed seven run- 
ning races and steeplechase and $105,000 
passed thru pari-mutuels, about $5,000 
more than last year. A free exhibit of 
the South Pole dairy that supplied Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd at Little America, 
was displayed with Klondike Iceberg, bull 
born on the Byrd Antarctic Expedition. 
A reproduction of the barn in which the 
cattle lived and other equipment used 
by Admiral Byrd were also exhibited. 


Among free acts, the Aerial LaPrades, 
on the high wire, performing 60 feet in 
the air without nets, belts or safety de- 
vice, were given most acclaim. 


As Governor’s Day, on Wednesday, 
found rain still falling, Governor Nice 
refused to risk pneumonia and so Gov- 
ernor’s Day was held without a governor. 
When rain ceased on Friday a near mir- 
acle in ground conditioning was per- 
formed by fair officials in a few hours, 
and 12,000 passed thru the gates. More 
than 15,000 were out on the final day.

Without Horse Show this 
year, exposition has aver- 
age run during six days

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 14.—With 
fair officials silent on attendance figures, 
even to newspapers, the 25th annual 
Rochester Exposition appeared to have 
had an average run on September 2-7. 

Several features, notably the Horse 
Show that has attracted steeds from all 
parts of the country, were absent. So 
were strip ticket sales under which the 
show in the past has sold advance ad- 
missions to factories and offices at re- 
cuced prices. Industrial exhibits were 
about nine-tenths of the average num- 
ber. There were no free acts. 

Show had doubtful weather most of 
the week. Cloudiness, however, did not 
reduce average 10,000-a-day crowds, the 
exception of Governor’s Day, when a 
program at which Governor Lehman was 
scheduled to speak was canceled because 
of weather. Biggest day was the open- 
ing on Labor Day, when more than 
15,000 were estimated to have entered 
gates. 

The exposition added two new features, 
a Hobby Show and farm machinery ex- 
hibit staged in conjunction with Monroe 
County Fair, which combined with the 
exposition three years ago. There were 
no harness races. 

Grand-stand show included volo play- 
ers, rough-riding State troopers for 
matinees; Gertrude Avery’s Diamond 
Revue, dancing and musical show, fea- 
turing a revolving band stand; Don 
Tranger’s Band, and a comedy act by 
Ralph Avery and Company. Charges 
were 25 cents general grand-stand ad- 
mission and 75 cents for matinee boxes 
and $1 for ovening boxes. Biggest at- 
tendance was Monday night, when 1,400 
turned out. Matinee attendances aver- 
aged around 200 and evening about 500 
for remainder of the week. 

The association held to 25 cents gen- 
eral admission and cut down heavily on 
passes, a move generally commended and, 
as usual, came out in the black after all 
expenses were paid. Max Linderman’s 
World of Mirth Shows was a big at- 
traction this year, even taking exhibits 
into consideration. With exception of 
Labor Day, however, the midway made 
only about average money. Crowds were 
big, but coin scarce. Midway was biggest 
in history of the fair. Diamond Revue 
went on the first night without its re- 
volving band stand and only half of its 
scenery, as result of a truck breakdown 
near Altoona, Pa A downtown theater 
lent the company a portable band stand 
and all equipment was in for the next 
day. 

When General Manager William B. 
Boothby would reveal exact attendance 
figures was not announced. Newspapers 
printed no figures all week.

ALLENTOWN, Pa., Sept. 14—Formation of Pennsylvania Amusement Park 
Association by representatives of 20 parks who met here on August 29 has heen 
announced by Robert L. Plarr, Dorney Park, Atientown, who was named president 
of the new body. Combating of unjust State amusement taxes, and efforts by 
park managers, concessioners, supply houses and manufacturers directly interested: 
in the industry to further the interests of Pennsylvania Amusement parks and 
to work in harmony and co-operation with the National Association of Amusement 


Parks, Pools and Beaches are given as 
aims. 

Organization was prompted by about 
half a dozen Pennsy park men who at- 
tended the last legislative hearing per- 
taining to the amusement tax act. 


Organization Needed 


“They realized that it was necessary 
that amusement park operators in the 
State form an association by which mat- 
ters of vital interest can be more forcibly 
brought to the attention of legislators,” 
declared President Plarr. “It is urged 
that all amusement park managers, con- 
cessioners and operators of bathing 
beaches and pools join this association, 
so that we may have a large membership 
representation in front of any legislative 
and tax measures which have been forced 
upon our industry during the past sea- 
son.”

How often have you handed a $5 or 
$10 bill to a theater cashier or even to 
your butcher, baker or candlestick 
maker only to be greeted by a suspicious 
look, followed by a careful scrutiny of 
the bill as if you were another Dillinger? 
Granted that there is a great deal of 
phony money going about, is that any 
reason for you to be condemned just 
because you are fortunate to have a fin 
or sawbuck? 

It most certainly is not, and if you, 
as a pool owner or operator, have been 
inwardly insulted at times when such 
a thing happened, can you imagine how 
many patrons of your bathing establish- 
ment are similarly getting sore at your 
cashiers? 

I, for one, have encountered the situ- 
ation so often that I’m sick and tired 
of it, so much so that I have been 
tempted to boycott places where the 
condition exists. 

All this may seem a petty subject, 
but if you will stop a moment and 
analyze your own feelings you will have 
to admit you were hurt and embar- 
rassed, whether consciously or not, when 
you had to cash a big bill. I’m not ad- 
vocating laxity when it comes to check- 
ing bills, especially in territories where 
spurious ones are prevalent. However, 
the entire matter can be handled with 
common sense to prevent everyone con- 
cerned much embarrassment. 

For example, isn’t it much better to 
have cashiers examine big bills below 
the counter than have them -riffle the 
money and examine it right in front of 
the patron? I think so. And if you'll 
just stop and think a little, too, about 
this, you’ll agree with me. 


H. S. Sayers, who runs Castle Hill 
Bathing Park, in the Bronx, New York, 
for Joe Day, is plotting for an official 
pro football team for the adjacent ath- 
letic field. All of which means that, 
as predicted here, Castle Hill will remain 
open all year round. Ping-pong, hand- 
ball and ice skating will be the order 
at the bathing park while the pigskin 
flies on adjoining grounds. Irv Zuss- 
man, bathing park p. a., would like it 
known that he will continue all year 
at Castle Hill. He certainly did a grand 
job there last summer and has a job 
envied by all pool press agents when he 
can keep busy 12 months a year. As a 
matter of fact, come to think of it, he 
has a position many pool owners would 
like themselves, en? 


Paul Lockwood, in charge of London 
Terrace indoor pool, New York City, 
Maintains a steadfast policy against all 
advertising and exploitation. Friends of 
mine who have been trying to get the 
account tell me that he wouldn’t do any 
advertising whatsoever, no matter what 
the cost. However, what puzzles me is 
that, tho he claims to be against pub- 
licity, why he continues to have London 
Terrace sponsor a swim team at a great 
expense. Either do a thing whole- 
heartedly or not all, Paul. Then, and 
only then, can you definitely gauge the 
exact success of an advertising cam- 
paign. 


St. George indoor tank, Brooklyn, N. 
Y., tilted its rates to 75 cents last 
week, ushering the new policy with big 
display ads in local dailies. Must be 
the workings of the new organization 
which just took over pool and hotel. 
Nice copy, too, featuring the phrase: 
“Dive and Swim, Use the Gym.” Or- 
ganization rates listed at 55 cents. Park 
Central indoor tank, New York, con- 
tinues at its regular price, with arrange- 
ments being made to have New York 
varsity swim team use the tank as last 
year. Looks like stiff competish be- 
tween St. George and Park Central.

“Coney Island seems to be the focal 
point of the price-cutting evil which 
has gradually spread and is now invad- 
ing parks almost nationally to a greater 
or lesser degree. It is certainly an evil 
which, if not corrected, spells absolute 
ruin to the entire industry regardless of 
whether general business comes back or 


not. It will not be easy to convince 
patrons that there is a 10-cent or 25- 
cent value in an item they have been 
buying for a small fraction of that. This 
is particularly true of Coney Island, and 
if it does not take definite steps to rem- 
edy the situation very soon, the down- 
ward spiral of the last few years will 
plunge it into absolute oblivion very 
shortly.” 


If you think Mr. Barton does not know 
what he is talking about, let me say 
that the National Association of Amuse- 
ment Parks thought enough of him to 
send him out on a survey of park busi- 
ness not long ago in the capacity of 
field secretary. He learned much about 
the summer park biz on a national scale, 
learned plenty while at Luna and, in 
fact, hits the nail smack on the cranium 
in his communication.

They are on 
the way to score with this resort and 
show us they can also master another 
American institution. 

They have an American manager in 
Rex D. Billings, who has turned the tide 
and put the resort on the upgrade. 
He turned the tide for it with a most 
severe handicap of weather the past 
summer. Now these enterprising men, 
his employers, are encouraged to back 
the resort as they have not yet done. 
This will give Billings new courage. We 
are expecting to hear of his re-engage- 
ment for an extended period. 

Billings acted in behalf of George 
Hamid and others to get the sponsor- 
ship of the Police Pension Fund of this 
city for a winter circus. He was ine 
formed that the fund has enough money 
and would not be interested. This is 
the first organization we have heard of 
in several years that is not in need of 
funds. This unmistakably shows a 
healthful trend. 

Don’t Like ’Em. Rough 

John Carlin, Baltimore, has been here 
in quest of hockey players for his team, 
the Orioles. We taught Canada_ base- 
ball, but can we learn enough hockey 
from them to defeat their best teams? 
The contest is on and promises real 
sport. The Canadians are equally apt 
in other winter sports, and the States 
are taking lessons and hiring expert 
guidance. 

The Canadians have made more prog- 
ress with our summer sports and amuse- 
ments than we have yet made with their 
winter sports, but we have made a good 
beginning. 

There is no longer any valid excuse 
for our amusement park men to hiber- 
nate during the winter. Carlin, Hum- 
phrey, Hershey, Capt. Whitwell and 
O’Malley are in the lead of those who 
have successfully managed hockey 
teams. : 

The French-Canadians do not like 
their amusements too rough. Some of 
the more strenuous rides do not take 
so well here. We found the same thing 
true in Paris, France. A successful but 
strenuous American ride was imported 
and given a prize location in Luna Park, 
Paris. It was a complete flop. I asked 
a Canadian why he did not like a well 
known but daring ride. His answer was, 
“Too much bump.” All successes of the 
States will not go here without modi- 
fication. 


Changes in Dancing 


After seeing many tryouts in various 
Canadian cities one comes to the cone 
clusion that an actual tryout is the 
final test. Toronto Exposition draws 
such a huge throng it is no guide. The 
dense crowd almost push patrons into 
the attractions. Two weeks at the 
greatest exposition of the Western 
hemisphere affords no criterion of what 
an amusement will do at an amusement 
park without a national ballyhoo. Some 
of our members have paid well to learn 
this fact. Some of our favorites simply 
will not take here. 

Dancing here as elsewhere calls for 
new approach. New dances and new 
music must be considered. The beer 
halls where dancing is free give amuse- 
ment park dancing its severest chal- 
lenge. More than ever must be prom- 
ised for the money. In times past Bel- 
mont Park used to speed up to 17 
dances per hour at 10 cents per dance. 
That bonanza business has gone for the 
present anyway. 

Then they are more fussy about the 
orchestra. The floor must be about per- 
fect to avoid adverse comment. A suc- 
cessful dance-hall manager is now a 
hiehly technically trained individual. It 
is no small matter to pick a winner. 
At the present rate in about two more 
seasons the man who has been telling 
us that the park business is done will 
stand by silently looking on and wonder 
why he lost his courage. 


Essentials for Market 


The province of Aiberta is trying a 
new deal. The rest of the country is 


looking on and predicting a flop. There 
is no amusement park of the first order 
in that province and its fairs are in 
Class B, so our manufacturers and the 
carnivals naturally shy when asked to 
venture now into that territory. Better 
do as our organizations did in the 
States when asked to adopt a code un- 
der NRA. We just waited. And now 
NRA has gone the way of the dodo bird, 
and none of us mourn the demise of the 
bluc goose. 

Small devices that do not run into 
too much money or a device where only 
the essential part is necessary to bring 
in while the rest of it is produced here 
is the way to handle this market, while 
the combined duty and sales tax is ap- 
proximately 47 per cent of the Ameri- 
can sclling price. The money is now on 
practically even exchange basis. They 
will take U. S. money at par or give you 
Canadian money, even exchange, for 
U. S. dollars. 

We are hoping to get some of our 
Canadian members to renew their mem- 
bership in our National Association of 
Amusement Parks, Pools and Beaches. 
A turn of the tide makes a difference 
all along the line. 

And now for home. Sorry to leave 
Billings and his splendid associates, but 
things are waiting at home that must 
be done. Association affairs and the 
exhibit will be the order of the day until 
the December meeting in Chicago. 


Riverside on Fall Schedule 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 14.—Because of 
bad weather on Labor Day, Management 
of Riverside Park called off a bargain 
day, but observed it last Saturday after- 
noon and night with large crowds. 
Three-cent rate applied on rides and 
other attractions. For a time the park 
will be in operation on Saturdays and 
Sundays, with children’s free playground 
open each afternoon, roller skating and 
dancing continuing in the gardens Sun- 
day nights.

Labor Day was a gala day, with gate 
smashing all records back to 1921, when 
only 146 more attended.

The Billboard is always a welcome 
visitor here. Its arrival is awaited with 
anxiety. ... Fireworks here every Satur- 
day night. They are very “weak.” 
+ « « One sure money maker here is 
the miniature railway that carries visi- 
tors to every part of the exposition 
grounds. The tracks are laid in the 
middle of the roads. The locomotive is 
a powerful little “fellow,” about one- 
fourth normal size, but has plenty of 
power—hauls five cars with a capacity 
of about 60 people each. The circuit of 
the grounds costs five francs (about 17 
cents). There are four or five of these 
trains in continuous operation. 


Recently George Schneider and the 
missus (formerly Loretta Bidwell, of the 
well-known Chicago Bidwells) spent a 
day with us at the exposition and said 
that they enjoyed the best day that 
they had had in Europe. They left for 
Switzerland for a short stay, to return 
soon and “do” the fair right. Mr. 
Schneider a prominent lawyer of Chi- 
cago. 

The Boulevard du Centenaire, the 
main thorofare of the exposition, is 
surely a place of beauty. Flowers of 
the season in “all the colors of the 
rainbow” are artistically planted thru 
the center of the street—millions of 
them—a treat for the eyes and admired 
by every visitor.... Hundreds of busses 
bring visitors here daily. Most of them 
are from Holland. Without the support 
of the people of Holland this fair could 


not have survived. This section of Bel-. 


gium at one time was part of Holland. 
The whole of this area savors more of 
Holland than of France. Dutch or Flem- 
ish, similar, spoken everywhere 
here. All announcement signs are 
printed in two languages, French and 
Flemish. . . . The heading of this ar- 
ticle (or letter) is Flemish. In case 
your language education has been neg- 
lected, the heading says, literally trans- 
lated, “The Latest News of the Exposi- 
tion.” 

My dog, “Rosie,” is smarter than I 
He holds converse with all the dogs 
that he meets, regardless of whether 
they bark Flemish or French. I saw 
him one day nose-to-nose with a Walon 
Wampus, so he probably has mastered 
all the dog languages of the country. 

Bruxelles has been well posted with 
fine lithos advertising the exposition to 
be held in Paris tn 1937. 

Two popular American movies are 
being shown here now, Great Barnum, 


with Wallace Beery, and the late Will 


Rogers’ picture, Life Begins at Forty. 
The Barnum picture is in English, but 
the Rogers picture is in FPrench—I be- 
lieve. Makes me think of the time that 
I had the picture house in Paterson, 
N. J., back in 1907. I kept the house 
fm operation while I was on the road 
with my shows. On my return to Pat- 
erson at the season’s end I brought 
along a number of my favorite employ- 
ees, Mr. and Mrs. George Lindy, Fred 
Weddleton and some others. In order 
to keep them busy I arranged for them 
to “talk” the pictures that were suiteble 
from behind the screen. Weddleton was 
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the “stage manager” of this little com- 
pany and he did some fine “acting.” I 
believe those were the first “talking~ 
pictures. . . I often wonder whether 
Weddleton is still in the land of the 
living. The last I heard from Fred I 
bought him an Alligator Show framed 
on a wagon and booked him for the 
season with “Jim” Patterson. That was 
in 1909 (or '10), possibly the alligators 
got hungry and made a meal of poor 
Fred. Speaking of that picture 
house, the Pleasant Hour, William Fox 
was one of the persistent salesmen who 
tried to get me take his “first run” 
Patents Company film. TI wonder if Wil- 
liam would “know” me now? . . . Jacob 
Pabian had a ladies’ ready-to-wear store 
right next door to me in Paterson. I 
“nearly” became a film producer in 
those days. In conjunction with the 
Actograph Company of New York, I 
started work on a two-reeler to be 
known as Jack and Jill, using the Karn 
boys, Clifford and Edward, in the title 
part. We had 500 feet of it made when 
the patents company received a decision 
from the Supreme Court upholding its 
patents. That settled Jack and Jill and 
my desire to become a producer. 

Had a visit from a well-known Ger- 
man amusement device manufacturer, 
Otto V. D. Ville, who was visiting the 


exposition and pronounced tt truly 
marvelous. His factory is in Altona 
(Elbe). He asked for Joseph Ferart. 


I’ve played many “tough” spots in my 
time with all kinds of shows—notably 
Waynesboro, Pa., at a firemen’s conven- 
tion; Valdivia, Chile, at an annual fair; 
Thief River Falls, Minn., at a fair, and 
others too numerous to mention—but 
for a real bloomer this Bruxelles Expo- 
sition takes the “bun.” Now don’t mis- 
understand me. The exposition is most 
beautiful, the attendance has been 
nothing short of remarkable and the 
fair is a monumental success, but the 
shows and rides have “starved to death,” 
with very few exceptions. I’m not 
knocking. I’m telling facts, and that is 
what you want to know—the truth.

Mailed at Chamonix, France, August 28, 
it reads in part: 

“Here we are at the foot of Mont Blanc 
—raining like Hades—a movie or two 
and a magician this afternoon for en- 
tertainment. And tonight—cCircus Prein, 
a little truck outfit with separate me- 
nagerie that makes Kay Bros. as big as 
R-B. Travels on about six or eight 
trucks, including living vans. Full title: 
LeCirque Menagerie des Trois Freres 
Prein. Top is round and about as large 
as R-B's ring. . 

“Cirque Bisini has been around here, 
also Circus Amar, with 16 elephants and 
26 attractions. In the Alps I found also 
paper for Palmarium Circus, Four 
Chinese Sorcerers, Karmah (a sort of 
strong-man act); Sawing a Woman in 
Half, with the best poster you ever saw, 
and application of the ultra-violet ray 
and the X-ray to the body of a young 
woman showing her skeleton. 

“Apparently the Alps resemble the 
Catskills for circus opposition and num- 
bers. 

“Landed in Villefranche after a mar- 
velous voyage on the Conte di Savoid. 
She’s a wonderful new boat. The two 
doctors, Dr. Valenzi and Professor An- 
dreassi, are fine fellows. Very agreeable 
officers. Saw Pompeii, Vesuvius and had 
lunch at Sorrento. At Naples the boat is 
backed in and the band plays—loud but 
not so good.’ Saw the big demonstration 
for troops sailing for Africa on the 
Saturnia. What spirit! 

“Doing the Tour des Alpes and have 
been on the darndest roads right up the 
mountain sides. Believe me, they are 
mountains. 

“Lots of little carnivals everywhere. 
And traveling merchants go in troupes 
—set up a whole department store in 
the village square. 

“Stayed one night in a little country 
inn way up in the mountains—and did 
we get a feed!

According to the laws, all States de- 
fine persons, firms or corporations who 
transport their property or merchandise 
“as private carriers,” and private car- 
riers are not exempt from any law, 
ordinance, court decision or court ruling 
and shall be governed at all times as 
that of any for hire public carrier. Any 
motorized show operating vehicles of a 
commercial type is subject to all 


, penalties likewise and by law. 


We solicit your co-operation in report- 
ing to and aiding this department by 
giving us the facts on any difficulties 
you have encountered with the laws and 
ordinances in any city or State.

A Finance Plan 


We wonder if any motorized shows 
have difficulty in financing their ve- 
hicles thru the winter periods. Might 
this be the reason that more new eaip- 
ment does not appear on the lots? 
Would it not be a good idea to have 
some form of a low-rate finance system 
to master this situation so shows can 
purchase new equipment and carry the 
vehicles thru the winter months? This 
department wants suggestions, as such a 
thing seems possible. 


Highway Markers 


Every motor vehicle operator, pas- 
senger or commercial, must abide by the 
markers along the highways warning 
drivers of dangers. Some drivers dis- 
regard such signs due to the great num- 
ber distributed over a route. Extra pre- 
caution must be taken on highways and 
especially where there are signs reading 
“men working.” The States do not 
waste money when they invest in such 
signs for the protection of the public. 
A person driving in a strange territory 
should make sure that his speed is safe 
for the type of signs posted. Highway 
signs or markers are not to be con- 
sidered minor things: they are there to 
save lives. 


Arkansas-Oklahoma 


Every Oklahoma truck must purchase 
a license on entering Arkansas. This 
does not apply to other neighboring 
States. 


Railroad Crossings 


In the past few months accidents at 
railroad crossings have more than dou. 
bled in number. Many of these con- 
cerned trucks from foreign States, with 
the drivers not familiar with the 
streets. Please bear in mind that there 
are 100 per cent more trains operating 
than last year. Therefore the chances 
of getting hit are twice as great. Trains, 
too, are traveling at a far greater speed, 
which makes a difference. Don’t try to 
beat railroad flashers. Many States 
have passed laws with heavy penalties 
for failure to stop at crossings. 


Chauffeur’s License 


Several States have passed laws in 
1935 whereby persons driving vehicles 
must buy a chauffeur’s license, moreso 
when driving for someone else or bor- 
rowed vehicles. There are reciprocity 
agreements on such license, and should 
one get tangled with the law of a for- 
eign State, he may be fined for this 
violation. Buy licenses in your home 
State: they will act in reciprocity when 
elsewhere. 


Mexico 


This department has been informed 
that 10,000 miles of new highways will 
be completed in Mexico next spring.

By SID SIDENBERG 


During a recent trip to St. 
Louis I paid Young Tommy Burns 
a visit in one of the chain stores. 
Things have been reported to be 
breaking kind of tough for most 
of the boys in the business and I 
took the trip around to see what 
was and what wasn’t clicking. 

Tommy was getting mondy with 
the old rug cleaner demonstra- 
tion, but was very much dissatis- 


fied with his take when he saw 
wnat Felix D. Balock and Lee 
Dreyfuss were getting with their 
Buddha joint. And Tommy said 
that as much as he worked the 
Buddha in former years he 
thought that the joint was “pas- 
se” and was forever out of the 
long dough. 

From St. Louis I went east and 
at Indianapolis I ran on to Ba- 
lock and Dreyfuss working their 
outfit in a chain store and these 
boys were getting plenty. 

They were working for a dime a 
copy and I mean that the mint 
never turned out dimes very much 
faster than these boys garnered 
them, end if you should ask me 
I would much prefer that fast 
dime at the rate that they were 
taking them in to any dollar joint 
I ever saw in operation.

A number of performers, espe- 
cially two outstanding acts, had made 
arrangements to play fairs; the weather 
conditions were very bad with plenty 
of rain and very cold nights; the con- 
templated plan of going thru Kentucky 
into Tennessee had to be canceled in 
view of the experiences of other truck 
shows in Kentucky and, finally, the Mae 
Lewis Circuit Unit, which owns all the 
enimal acts with the show and also con- 
trols five aerial acts, had several very 
advantageous offers for early indoor 
dates. is 

Lewis Bros. confined themselves during 
the season on playing the Middle West, 
spending most of their time in Michigan, 
the show’s home State, and Ohio, with 
several weeks in Iilinois and Indiana ter- 
ritory. Manager Paul M. Lewis states 
that the sezson as a whole was finan- 
cially successful, as the show did very 
goog business everywhere with the ex- 
ception of the Indiana stands. 

“Under the existing conditions and 
especially in view of the terrible weather 
conditions that we encountered all sea- 
son, just like all the other shows, I can 
truthfully say that we had a good and 
successful season,” Manager Lewis de- 
clares in a statement to The Billboard. 
“We showed to just about twice the 
number of people this season compared 
with last year, and thanks to the highiy 
efficient routing our General Agent C. S. 
Primrose gave the show, we had very 
few really bad days. 

“By very conservative and careful 
management we succeeded in closing on 
the right side of the ledger, and while 
most of the profits went into new equip- 
ment, we are satisfied. During the season 
several new truck units were added to 
the fleet. We purchased new side show. 
horse and padroom tents, bought several 
new horses and ponies to add to our ring 
numbers and with a little painting we 
could open the new season within a few 
days. A great number of our summer 
employees will find work with us all 
winter, as the engagements of the Mae 
Lewis Circus Unit will start early in 
October and we will employ as many 
of our old people as we possibly can. A 
number of our ring stock’ people and 
performers went with us to our new 
winter quarters and we expect to have 
enough work to keep them busy all 
winter.” 

The show opened at Albion, Mich., 
May 4, and was about 20 weeks on the 
road, traveling 4,843 miles. Two days 
only, at Valparaiso, Ind., and Galion, O., 
and the night show at Sidney, O., were 
lost on account of bad weather, and there 
were no serious accidents of any kind. 
With the exception of the Moreen 
Troupe, which left to play fairs, prac- 
tically the entire staff and all other acts 
stayed on the show all season. Most of 
the executives and some of the acts will 
return next season when entirely new 
territory will be played. 

The show has purchased a new 140- 
acre farm about 20 miles from Jackson, 
Mich., as permanent winter quarters. 
There are several big cottages on the 
farm for the housing of the folks and 
enough big barns to take care of the 
entire stock. Manager Lewis expects to 
add ccnsiderably dvring the winter to 
his animal acts and several new horse, 
pony and dog acts will be broken in im- 
mediately, while Sammy Lewis, who re- 
cently married Myrtle McCarfin, formerly 
with the Moreen Troupe, is working out 
@ new four-people aerial act with his. 
wife, Phyllis Stanway and Betty Harvey. 
Mrs, Dorothy Lewis is also breaking stock 
at quarters, while her husband, Arthur, 
is still laid up in the city hospital at 
Massillon, O. Capt. John E. Smith is go- 
ing to add two new lions to his act dur- 
ing the winter months.

president; Baldwin L. Jagger, of Newark, 
N. Y., vice-president; Saul Kalson, of 
Brooklyn, secretary: Clyde Lauer, of Al- 
bany,' treasurer. 


It was then moved and seconded that 
the position of field secretary be estab- 
lished and that the field secretary be 
compensated on the basis of 33 1-3 per 
cent of all moneys that are collected by 
the State Association. The motion was 
unanimously carried. 

After some discussion, Mr. Haskell was 
nominated for the office of field secre- 
tary and was unanimously elected. 

It was then moved and _ seconded 
that a legal committee of three, con- 
sisting of two laymen and one attorney, 
be elected for a term of one year. The 
motion was carried. The following were 
elected to the legal committee: Joseph 
Fishman, of New York: Benjamin Un- 
german, of Albany; Harry I. Nagin, of 
Brooklyn. 


The legal committee was instructed 
to take all necessary action to collect any 
moneys due to the association. It was 
then moved and seconded that Benjamin 
H. Haskill be re-engaged as counsel for 
the ensuing year and that his compensa- 
tion be fixed by the legal committee. 


The motion was unanimously carried. 
The chairman then inducted the new- 
ly elected officers into office. 
The convention adjourned at 2 p.m. 


Committee Reports 


The following committee reports are 
of general interest and will be a distinc- 
tive contribution to the progress of or- 
ganization among operators: 

PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE: 1. 
Recommended that the State be di- 
vided into sections in accordance with 
plans outlined by the Ways and Means 
Organization Committee. 

2. That each sectional group advertise, 
using good space in their local papers, 
using one paper at least once a week. 

8. Recommended that the State politi- 
cal papers affecting State officials, such 
as the American Legion Monthly, the 
Elks’ Magazine and the Democratic and 
Republican Monthlies, be used at least 
once per month and to carry a good- 
sized advertisement which is to be paid 
for by the State organization. 

4. It is recommended that a minimum 
appropriation of $200 per month be al- 
loted by the State organization for ad- 
vertising purposes. 

5. It is recommended that each local 
group appoint one member as public re- 
lations director and that the members 
of this group become a permanent part 
= a permanent public relations commit- 
ee. 

6. It is recommended that because 
these local public relations directors will 
need advice, counsel and assistance, and 
because they should have this assistance 
available and ready in a central point, 
that William Gersh, of New York, sales 
promotion director of the Byrde, Richard 
& Pound Advertising Agency, be ap- 
pointed immediately for a period of one 
year as director for the State Public Re- 
lations Committee. 

7. It is recommended that each coin 
machine publication serving the indus- 
try be asked to appoint a member of 
its organization as an honorary mem- 
ber of this committee. 

8. It is also recommended that asso- 
ciate members be asked to be appointed 
to this committee from the following 
news syndicates: Associated Press, Uni- 
versal Service, International News Serv- 
ice, King Features Syndicate and Mc- 
Naught Syndicate. 

9. It is recommended that James P. 
Allwell, publisher of The New York Eve- 
ning Journal, the world’s largest evening 
newspaper, be asked to accept the hon- 
orary chairmanship of this committee 
and that Benjamin Ungerman be dele- 
gated to obtain if possible a prominent 
official to become honorary president 
of this committee. 

10. It is recommended that effective 
immediately, each local public relations 
director send to William Gersh, at 450 
Fourth avenue, New York City, to ar- 
rive on or before Tuesday morning of 
each week, items of personal local news 
interest to our members and that 
this news be published each week un- 
der an individual personal column en- 
titled “Empire State Skill Games Board 
of Trade News,” in The Billboard. Les- 
lie G. Anderson, of the Billboard Pub- 
lishing Company, has informed the com- 
mittee that the publishers of The Bill- 
board will donate this space to us with- 
out cost. Reprints of this column on 
single sheets will be made available to 
each local director for mailing purposes 
and in those cases where confidential 
news is wanted for our meiabers which 
should not appear in the columns of 
The Billboerd. this news is to be marked 
confidential and published only in the 
reprint. A subheadine is to appear un- 
der this column stating that this col- 
umn is being written bv the Public Re- 
lations Committee. Editorial Department 
and the names of all the members 
the Editoriad Department are to appear 
each week.

— Perhaps 
one cof the most unique amusement cen- 
ters from an operator’s standpoint, as 
well as from that of the customer. in 
the Capital City is the Playland Arcade, 
on Ninth street, owned jointly by Joe 
Drombel and R. A. Nokes. Playland Ar- 
cade boasts of a soda fountain, 40 pin- 
ball and claw machines and the one and 
only shooting gallery in the nation’s 
capital. 

The pinball and claw machine part of 
Playland Arcade is run by Joe Drombe). 
who is ably assisted by Manager C. J. 
Castle. The shooting gallery, soda foun- 
tain and picture machines are run by 
R. A. Nokes, and from the number of 
customers patronizing both it would 
seem only logical to assume that Play- 
land Arcade is doing business. 

“We're not complaining,” Mr. Castle 
told this correspondent. “There was a 
little slack in the summer months, but 
that is slowly being taken up by the 
return of residents coming back for the 
winter months.” 

Mr. Castle explained that Playland 
Arcade was also recalling its ma- 
chines back from the various excursion 
boats and amusement park concessions 
where they have been all summer. 

“We will need all the machines we 
have when the winter sets in,” Mr. 
Castle said. “If the coming season is 
anything like it was last year we will 
have plenty to keep us busy. Pinball 
games, as well as the claw machines, are 
essentially indoor sports where a client 
may amuse himself in comfort. We 
have plenty of new and interesting 
games this year and we look forward to 
seeing many of our old clients pop their 
heads thru the door again.” 

The picture machines, penny ma- 
chines, fortune telling and others are 
also a continuous source of amusement 
to customers, Mr. Castle stated, but the 
shooting gallery tops them all. 

“We, of course, give prizes at the gal- 
leries,” Castle continued, “the same as 
we do on the pinball games, but since 
ours is the only one in Washington we 
have many folks come in here as much 
for the fun of getting some target prac- 
tice as to win prizes.” 

“We may redecorate some in the near 
future,” Mr. Castle said. “Keeping up 
an attractive establishment is in my 
opinion half the battle for good busi- 
ness. Customers will not enter a skill- 
game center which looks drab or gloomy. 
They play for amusement and very few 
people can enjoy themselves if their 
immediate surroundings are not pleas- 
ant.” 

Asked if he thought the pinball game 
was here to stay, Mr. Castle said defi- 
nitely, “Yes. It hasn’t been popular 
these many months for nothing, and 
there is no reason why at the present 
time it should start to decline.”

Legal defense of games 
recited in appeal to mem-

CINCINNATI, Sept. 14—In the Sep- 
tember bulletin to members, the work 
of the Automatic Merchandisers’ Asso- 
ciation of Ohio during the year is re- 
counted by Ralph T. Young, president. 
Mr. Young was chosen to head the Na- 
tional Council of Coin Machine Opera- 
tors’ Associations at a meeting in St. 
Louis August 5. 

“We are aware of the fact that there 
is a lot of trouble ahead for the: oper- 
ator in the coming session of the Legis- 
lature shortly to be convened,” the re- 
port says. “We will not be overlooked, 
you can be sure. The funds of the AMA 
are practically exhausted and unless 
they are replenished at once we will be 
compelled to abandon our legal bureau. 
This will be a sad day for the operators 
of Ohio. 

“In presenting to you our plea for 
immediate support we set forth the fol- 
lowing accomplishments of the AMA 
since last November, when it was organ- 
ized. 

“Sued to enjoin the Liquor Control 
Board from enforcing the provisions of 
Regulation 48 or $2-A in the Common 
Pleas Court of Columbus. 

“Successfully defended a case before 
the Grand Jury of Adams County. 

“Prepared and submitted to the At- 
torney-General’s office a brief setting 
forth our rights under the Ohio statutes. 
With this brief we immediately opened 
the cities of Akron, Canton, Cleveland 
and Youngstown, which were closed at 
the time. 

“Prepared rules for tournament play 
which have never been challenged. 

“It has prevented the closing of Lo- 
rain and Columbus. 

“After having been closed down and 
in some cases after machines were con- 
fiscated in the counties of Erie, Brown 
and Adams, machines were recovered 
and the counties were reopened by the 


AMA. 

“after being denied the 1ight to sue 
in the Court of Common Pleas at Co- 
lumbus the case was taken to and ar- 
gued before the Court of Appeals, which 
considered the argument put forth by

Illinois Plans 
Extra Sessions 


SPRINGFIELD, TIl., Sept. 14.—Two 
special sessions of the Tlinois General As- 
sembly are in prespect, according to an- 
nouncement this week, the first being 
called for September 24 or October 1 and 
the next in November. This is the plan 
of Governor Horner, news announce- 
ments said. The announcement to call 
legislative’ sessions is probably typical of 
what will happen in many other States 
this fall. More than 40 States, 1t is said, 
will have to call special sessions in order 
to take advantage of new federal appro- 
priations. 

The past session of the Illinois As- 
sembly had under consideration at least 
two important bills relating to coin ma- 
chines. 


Damage Fee Is Assessed 

BILOXI, Miss., Sept. 14.—Notices were 
sent out to approximately 400 owners 
and operators of coin machines in Mis- 
sissippi this week, warning them that 
they must not ignore the demand for 
payment of $106 on each machine for 
which the 1934 tax had not been paid. 
This amount is the fixed rate of damage 
for violations of the laws passed by the 
1934 State Legislature. The tax is levied 
on all coin-operated machines and the 
tax department has estimated that the 
fees this year will reach the total of 
£35,000 to $40,000 in the Gulf Coast area 
alone. 


Newspaper Points Out 
Quandary in Licensing 


MOBILE, Ala., Sept. 14—The quan- 
dary which exists in the legal status of 
pinball games was described by The Mo- 
bile Times, September 5, as “a revenue 
law which requires licenses on games, 
but no statute for their operation 
exists.” 

“Owners of pinball games, the devices 
in almost all hotels and many other 
public places, find themselves in an un- 
enviable position. They have thousands 
of dollars invested in the machines 
They are required by the new revenue 
law to pay a license for the privilege of 
operating each machine. They now find 
there is no law permitting them to 
operate. They must pay a license for 
the privilege of doing something they 
are prohibited from doing. 

“The House ways and means commit- 
tee has voted overwhelmingly against 
any action on George Miller’s bill, which 
would have legalized pinball machines. 
Miller contended they are not gambling 
devices but games of skill and must 
not be compared with “roscoes,” which 
are outlawed. Henry L. Anderton, of 
Birmingham, protested the bill, saying 
he represented the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation and had been requested to urge 
defeat of the legislation. 

“When time came to vote on a favor- 
able report, only William V. McDermott, 
of Mobile, and George Quarles, of Dallas, 
voted for a favorable report. All other 
members of the committee voted to in- 
definitely postpone the measure. This 
had the effect of keeping the bill in 
committee until the end of the session.” 


Bill May Permit 
Venders in Buildings 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—In the clos- 
ing days of the first session of the 74th 
Congress, when both the Senate and the 
House were swamped with headline 
legislation, a comparatively unimpor- 
tant bill was introduced which if acted 
upon may result in tremendous business 
for vending machines. 

On August 25 Congressman Will 
Rogers, of Oklahoma, introduced a reso- 
lution (H. R. 373) providing for the 
operation of vending stands in the 
House office buildings. The bill was 
referred to the committee on accounts. 

The bill states simply “vending 
stands,” but there is no reason to be- 
lieve that this term would not also in- 
clude vending machines. If such should 
be the case and vending machines can 
be installed in the House office build- 
ings, it is probable that machines might 
well be placed in other government of- 
fice buildings. These buildings should 
prove a veritable paradise for the pin- 
ball games as well as any type of vend- 
ing machine, and it might be well for 
manufacturers and operators to follow 
this legislation closely, along with the 
federal tax on coin-operated machines, 
which it is believed here is almost @ 
certainty for next session. 


The Capital City for the first time this 
week saw a new coin-operated machine. 
Vastly popular for its novelty, as 
well as its convenience, the new maga- 
zine vending machine now on exhibition 
at the Alban Towers Pharmacy here is 
attracting no little attention. Much 
like the well-known cigaret machines, 
the customer inserts a coin, turns 4 
handle until the pointer reaches his 
favorite reading material and the maga- 
zine slides out at the bottom. 

This device should prove a good bet 
for busy cigar-store and drug-store 
establishments since it runs itself and 
causes the proprietors no trouble. It 
may also have possibilities for the regu- 
lar pinball centers as well. 


Pinball Games Exempted 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Sept. 14.—Pinball 
games in hotels and other establishments 
here will not be included in the current 
police drive against petty gambling, ac- 
cording tc a ruling by the board of 
public safety, unless the games are used 
specifically for gambling purposes, 
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Court Contest 
In Louisiana 


LAKE CHARLES, La., Sept. 14.—Chief 
of Police Sam Iles was stopped bv a 
court restraining order on September 7 
from interfering with table games on 
which money or merchandise is paid 
for winning scores when three owners 
of 55 machines took the matter to court. 
District Judge Mark C. Pickrel issued 
the order, directing the city to show 
cause Why a preliminary injunction 
should not issue. 

A. Sidney Burns, Lake Charles attor- 
ney, filed the injunction suits for Harry 
A. Mitchem, of Lake Charles, owner of 
5 machines; Alvin T. Mergan, of Iowa, 
owner of 11, and Ector R. Gammage, of 
Westlake, owner of 39, all operating in 
Lake Charles. 

‘The owners contend in their petition 
that the machines are exclusively games 
of skill, not involving any element of 
chance, on which State licenses of $5 
for each machine have been paid. 

Chief Iles ordered his police to lay off 
seizures pending the court hearing.

Marble machines played for skill 
alone, on which nothing is paid for 
winnings, don’t violate the law. the 


mayor held. 

The owners filing suit against the city, 
however, contend that prizes for win- 
nings are simply awards for skill, and 
that the gambling element is not in- 
volved, and they should be permitted to 
continue operation. 

The machines are under lease to sev- 
eral Lakes Charles business houses, 
which the mayor has declared are liable, 
along with the player of the machine, 
to arrest and conviction upon evidence 
of awards being made. 

License of marble tables by the State 
constitutes full ratification of the busi- 
nesses, the machine owners maintain in 
their petition, whereas Commissioner of 
Finance J. H. Funderburg has said that 
while the machines are licensed as oc- 
cupational tax objects, no permit is con- 
tained in the licenses allowing gambling. 

Burns cited Section 20 of Act 5 of the 
February special session of the Legis- 
lature: 

“That for keeping billiard tables, pi- 
geonhole, jennylind, pool or bagatelle 
tables, 10-pin alleys, domino tables, 
miniature pool and billiard tables and 
marble tables or other games or devices 
of similar character, from which revenue 
is derived, a license of $5 for each such 
table, alley or gallery shall be paid. ...” 

Mitchem in his suit asked a man- 
damus against the city on the claim 
that Commissioner Funderburg refused 
to accept payment for city occupational 
licenses for his machines at $5 each. 
The petition sets out that the State li- 
censes have been paid and that the 
machines show the license label. 

On the game of pin-pool, which Burns 
maintains falls in the same category as 
marble table games, the attorney de- 
clared the State Supreme Court held’in 
1891 “that (altho) the players did: en- 
gage occasionally in betting on the 
game, (this) did not constitute it a 
gambling game. On the contrary, it is 
exclusively a game of skill and does not 
constitute any element of chance.” 


LAKE CHARLES, La., Sept. 16.—The 
hearing on injunction proceedings af- 
fecting table games and prizes here has 
been set for tomorrow. Attorney A. Sid- 
ney Burns, representing three operators, 
says that there is an old court decision 
in Louisiana which establishes ample 
precedent in distinguishing games of 
skill from games of chance. Also, he 
said, the fact that the State licenses the 
pinball games is a telling argument in 
this particular case.

(Continued from preceding page) 
our legal staff at great length and there- 
by enabled us to enter into an agree- 
ment with the Liquor Board that our 
equipment would not be molested pend- 
ing the outsome of the case. Without 
this none of us would have operated, 
nor would we be in business today. The 
Court of Appeals sustained the decision 
of the Court of Common Pleas. 

“Immediately thereon the case was 
taken to the Supreme Court of the State 
and because of subversive influences 
and talk of buying off the Courts the 
case was speedily disposed of by uphold. 
ing the Common Pleas Court. 

“Because of the way in which our case 
was presented there has been no at- 
tempt made to work any undue hard- 
ships upon the operators of the State. 
However, there have been so many 
abuses returned for the kindnesses ex- 
tended us that it is now felt that some- 
thing must be done. 

“The AMA is solely responsible for the 
defeat of the Busted, Donovan and 
Johnson bills, either of which would 
have taxed us out of business. 

“We have prepared and have ready 
for presentation a model bill that we 
are sure will be of benefit to all the 
operating fraternity. 

“We have thru our Legal Bureau and 
our various locals and individual mem- 
bers contested cases in the courts of 
Cincinnati, West Union, Lorain, Cleve- 
land, Akron and Columbus. 

“We have extended free legal service 
to many of our individual members 
thruout the State. 

“It should be borne in mind that this 
is not the work of any one individual 
but rather the work of the organiza- 
tion, the AMA of Ohio, Inc., for whose 
existence we are now fighting. There is 
not a single operator in the whole State 
who has not profited greatly from the 
existence of the AMA. 

“We are aware of the loose talk that 
has gone the rounds of the trade. We 
know that many of you have been told

Any motion picture theater charg- 
ing more than one-half admission to 
children under 12 years of age will be 
required to pay double the amount of 
the license charge. Transient picture 
shows are charged $50 for the first week 
and $25 for each week thereafter. 

Permanent amusement parks, $25 to 
$200, according to population; bowling 
alleys, $10 each alley; for devices such 
as throwing at wooden figures, knife 
racks, cane racks or similar racks or 
tables, $25. 

Every dog and pony show where ad- 
mission is charged shall be considered 
a circus and shall be charged one-half 
of the circus license charge provided 
such charge is not less than $25. 

Public dance halls are charged $25 
in incorporated towns and $30 elsewhere. 

Fortune tellers, palmists, astrologers, 
etc., are charged $40. 

Carousels, Roller Coasters and like de- 
vices $50 per year, $20 per month or $5 
for each week. 

Each menagerie or museum, when not 
in connection with a circus, $25 for each 
day’s exhibition. 

Shooting gallery, $20 a year or $5 a 
month. 

Skating rink, $30 per year. 

For vaudeville and variety theaters a 
license ranging from $5 to $35, according 
to the number of seats, is charged. 

Under the “rolling store” license pro- 
vision pitchmen with anything like a 
variety of merchandise are hard hit, at 
least until some opinions of the at- 
torney-general clarify these provisions. 

Apparently strong influence was 
brought to bear against endurance 
shows, coin-operated amusement ma- 
chines, salesboards and medicine shows.

$1,000 to be used only at the discretion 
of this committee for Public Relations 
work in times of special stress in any lo- 
calities where such assistance is vitally 
needed. 

12. It is recommended that each local 
director immediately set into motion 
machinery for the placing of used equip- 
Ment in hospitals and institutions free 
of charge for the use of the staff and 
inmates as has already been proven to 
om wonderfully successful in New York 

ity. 

It is also recommended that contribu- 
tions be raised annually on a voluntary 
basis for such occasions as the local 
Christmas Basket Fund and other 
worthy charities of a non-denomination- 
al character and as sponsored by local 
newspapers or civic organizations. 

13. It is recommended that the Pub- 
licity Director be instructed to have 
compiled immediately a compilation of 
essential Public Relations publicity and 
legal facts of the State of New York and 
that the following organizations be re- 
quested to do this in the order as 
named: The National Association of 
Coin Machine aMnufacturers, Chicago: 
The Billboard Publishing Company, Cin- 
cinnati, O.; The Empire State Skill 
Games Board of Trade, New York. 

14. It is hoped that the Ways and 
Means Committee will be able to find 
means for the employment of a full- 
time traveling secretary and that for the 
time being this employee during his 
travels carry out work for this commit- 
tee. 

15. It is recommended that a quarter- 
ly publication be distributed to the 
judiciary, legislature and public official 
executiges thruout the State, giving per- 
tinent facts and information concerning 
our industry, and that this publication 
be printed by The Billboard under the 
Girect supervision of the Legal and Pub- 
lic Relations committees. 

16. It is recommended that this com- 
mittee meet at least three times a year, 
including New York State annual con- 
vention, and that the next meeting be 
held in New York City at 1 p.m. on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1936 (Sunday). 

17. It is recommended that in accord- 
ance with the plans as outlined in this 
report that this committee become per- 
manent, at this meeting. 

18. It is recofmmended that a budget 
of $10 per month be allowed the Public 
Relations Director to partially cover his 
stenographic and mailing expense. 

19. It is recommended that your di- 
rector immediately take steps to obtain 
as much favorable publicity for the New 
York State industry as is possible in all 
coin machine publications. 

20. In closing, this committee recom- 
mends that the New York groups be re- 
quested to continue their splendid news- 
paper campaign which has already 
achieved such remarkable results and 
that they be congratulated by this con- 
vention for their initiative and enter- 
prise in this work.

Organization Committee 


ORGANIZATION COMMITTEE: In 
adopting these schedules, the Ways and 
Means Organization Committee recom- 
mends the following schedule of dues, 
not so much for the purpose of raising 
revenue as for the purpose of creating 
an organization. 

The committee recommends the adop- 
tion of the following definitions: 

“Distributor” is defined as follows: 
“One who receives machines from the 
manufacturer for resale to the jobber at 
jobbers’ prices.” 

“Jobber” is defined as follows: “One 
who receives Machines from the manu- 
facturer or distributor at jobbers’ 
prices.” 

Sportland to be defined as operators. 

This committee solicits the membere 
ship of jobbers and distributors—a. 
Jobbers—$25 per year; b. Distributors— 
$50 per year. All of the dues stated 
above shall be payable in advance. 

It is estimated by the committee that 
the following sums can be depended 
upon to be collected: Distributors, $250; 
Jobbers, $300; operators, $500; associa- 
tions, $700. ‘Total, $1,750. 

This committee recommends that $100 
per year minimum per organization, 
which shall include any one man wish- 
ing to join said organization. 

The committee also recommends that 
any member who comes within more 


than one category of the classification 
hereinbefore set forth shall be required 
to pay separate dues for each classifica. 
tion. 

This committee recommends that a 
permanent membership committee be 
appointed for the year, consisting of 
Field Secretary and Chairman. 

This committee advocates the estah- 
lishment of a central office in New York 
City, which central office shall distrib- 
ute thruout the State all information 
that is of general State interest, such 
as reports of legal dectsions and reports 
of activities of the individual associa- 
tions. Thus, if the Buffalo operators 
find it profitable to conduct a tourna- 
ment there, a bulletin service would car- 
ry this information to operators in 
Brooklyn, Utica and other sections, so 
that each member shall have the benefit 
of the plans of all the other members. 
The legal committee report will discuss 
the legal work to be done by this asso- 
ciation. 

Our recommendation is that this asso- 
ciation act as a clearing house for legal 
information and such other information

that is of interest to the trade among 
the organizations and individuals who 
are members. 

That a legal question arising in any 
part of the State which requires the at- 
tention of a State association attorney 
shall be referred by the chief counsel 
to the attorney geographically nearest 
to scene of trouble in order to assist the 
attorney for the local organization in 
every possible way. 

That all legal documents in the pos- 
session at the present time, and at any 
future time, of the chief attorney be 
loaned to any member of this board 
when the attorney is delegated to han- 
dle any particular problem. These docu- 
ments are to be returned immediately 
when they have served their purpose. 

Following as closely as possible the 
setup of the Metropolitan Skill Games 
Board of Trade, because it has been suc- 
cessful, nevertheless, the organization 
committee feels that certain changes 
should be made from the plan used to 
set up the New York assotiation. In 
submitting this report we have en- 
deavored to provide for representation of 
all groups and have attempted to so 
spread the financial burden as to im- 
pose on-no individual. 

We propose individual membership for 
those not affiilated with any association, 
and individual memberships for those 
affiliated with associations, thereby tak- 
ing into the organization, if possible, 
every skill games business man in this 
State. 

It is proposed, however, that the con- 
trol of the association be kept as far 
as possible in the hands of the organized 
bodies in this industry. 

So that the larger associations shall 
not dominate the State . organization, 
and yet so that representation shall be 
on a fair basis, we propose the following 
plan of government: A board of gover- 
nors composed of one representative 
from each association affiliated with the 
organization. This, regardless of the 
number of members of the association. 
Plus one additional representative from 
each participating organization for each 
25 members, or fraction thereof. Thus 
an association with 10 members would 
have two representatives on this gov- 
erning body; an association with 100 
members would have five representatives 
on this governing body. This board of 
governors shall elect a board of direc- 
tors who will operate the association. 
To simplify matters, we also recommend 
an executive committee of three to be 
elected by the directors, thus making it 
easy for the association executives to as- 
semble. The following tabulation is of- 
fered for discussion. 

1. Any member is eligible to attend 
the annual convention; to call on asso- 
ciation for advice, to serve as an Officer, 
etc. 

Governing body (one representative 
from each association; one additional 
representative for each 25 members or 
fraction thereof in each association). 

Only members of the governing body 
can vote for officers, executive commit- 
tee, etc. 

Local rule—No special activity for any 
sectional group without the approval of 
a majority governing body. 

Directors—elected by the governing 
body—13 men. 

Executive committee of three to be 
elected by the directors. 

It is the recommendation of the com- 
mittee that the association shall not 
engage in co-operative buying, and that 
{t shall be set up as a non-profit organi- 
zation. 

This committee recommends that 4 
field secretary be appointed and also 
recommends that the field secretary be 
paid one-third of all money paid into 
the organization. 

It is also recommended that a com- 
mittee of one man and field secretary 
be appointed to work out a seal for the 
State organization. 

It also recommends that the legal 
committee start prompt action to col- 
lect the money owing to this organiza- 
tion.

Detroit Shows 
Phono Increase 


DETROIT, Sept. 14—Operation of 
phonographs in the Detroit territory has 
been showing big advances in recent 
months as evidenced by the increasing 
number of machines seen in locations. 
Fra Oakes, alert salesman for a phono- 
graph manufacturer, has been covering 
this field for nearly a year and has es- 
tablished a sales record for his firm the 
last 90 days. He led the national sales 
staff on phonographs. 

The secret, he says, lies in giving 
real service to operators who buy from 
him. He helps them to find locations 
and gives real service on parts and sup- 
plies. When a machine develops trouble, 
he is on the job to see that it gets ade- 
quate servicing, 

“My job is to see that operators make 
money,” Oakes says. “If they don’t con- 
tinue tc make good turnover, they will 
not be good prospects for continued 
sales.” Recently Oakes was sick in bed 
and at least three operators came to his 
bedside to give him their orders. 

One of the newest operators to buy 
phonos is Charles H. Isler, who operates 
his machines from an office at 8718 Chal- 
fonte. Louis C. Knop also recently bought 
a number of phonographs. He expects 
phono patronage to increase now that 
the summer is cver. Most of his loca- 
tions are Leer gerdens, Knop says. He 
makes his headquarters at 5203 Chopin 
avenue, 


Gottlieb Says Payouts 


Find Permanent Demand 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—After going thru 
the plant with Dave Gottlieb, head of 
D. Gottlieb & Company, this week, sev- 
eral operators were shown the new game 
Treasure Ship. Treasure Ship is a one- 
ball automatic payout game which is 
said to incorporate an entirely new play 
incentive. In addition to the 20 checks 
or nickels that come popping out when 
the $1 pocket is hit, a silver dollar comes 
out too as a special award. This keeps 
the player striving to hit the $1 pocket 
and in most cases he does not try for 
the smaller awards which are easier to 
get. In territories where cash payouts 
are prohibited a machine which pays 
out checks is used. When the $1 pocket 
is hit 20 checks are automatically paid 
out with a token, size of a silver dollar, 
which reads, “20 free games.” 

“Treasure Ship,” said Dave, “will do a 
lot to increase play. There are many 
people playing automatic payouts who 
may develop a certain amount of ability 
for some of the smaller payout pockets. 
They go after these smaller awards and 
disregard the high award which is usually 
more difficult to get. That is because 
the high award is not much more than 
the lesser awards. Treasure Ship gives 
an added incentive to go for the high 
award, plus the additional silver award.” 

Dave then went on to say that there 
is a definite demand for one-ball auto- 
matic payouts. “Judging from the re- 
sponse we’ve been receiving on Plus and 
Minus,” he said, “I believe there is a 
large group of players who favor the one- 
ball automatic payout. There’s a certain 
intrigue attached to the game as people 
listen to the payout mechanism click 
off the awards into the drawer. The 
player has a feeling of accomplishment 
when he successfully hits a payout 
pocket and he hears ard sees his award 
come out then and there.”
